S hundred and thirty-nine indict- 

ments, ninety-eight bearing on 
an alleged world-wide plot to bring 
about a revolution against British 
rule in India, and forty-one bearing 
on the so-called steamship Sacra- 
mento neutrality case, in which it was 
charged efforts were being made to 
provision German warships at sea, 
were returned by the Federal grand 
jury here today. 

Enemy agents were sent to China 
and Japan to attempt to bribe the 
press of those nations and to pro- 
cure secret treaties between the 
German empire and those govern- 
ments in aid of the Hindu revolu- 
tionary plot, according to a supple- 
mental statement made tonight by 
John W. Preston, United States De 
trict Attorney. 

Mr. Preston declined to add any 
further detaila to the statement. 
He said, however, that the service 
of warrants will commence Monday 
morning, but no arrests will be 
made in the interim unless indicted 
persons attempt to evade process. 

The first batch of ninety-eight in- 
dictments were on secret file, United 
States District Attorney John W. 
Preston refusing to divulge the 
names of the defendants until their 
arrest

his connection with the operations of 
the schooner Annie Larsen. 

liizar has for years been City At- 
torney of Coronado and is an officer 
of the California Naval Militia now 
Federalized, attached to the 
San Diego with the rank of lieu- 
tenant-commander. 

Hizar acted as agent, he explains, 
for the Annie Larsen in 1915 when 
the schooher was Ivaded here with 
a trainload of guns and ammunition 
the destination of which he admits 
he had no knowledge. The arms 
left this port at midnight March 1, 
1915. He sayg he received a letter 
written in Spanish from Juan Ber- 
nardo Bowen in January, from some 
place near Topolobampo, Mex., 
postmarked San Blas, asking him to 
employ a customhouse broker to 
forward a shipment of arms on the 
way to San Diego over the Santa 
Fe. Hizar says that after being in- 
formed by a customhouse inspector 
that there was an embargo on such 
shipments being made to Mexico, 
he employed M. Martinez, broker, to 
arrange for the shipment. He then 
wrote to Bowen that he had made 
such arrangements. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

According to Hizar a Mexican 
then came to his office and said he 
was looking after the shipment an4 
paid Hisar $5000 for expenses. The 
Annie Larsen was chartered through 
Martinez for the shipment which. 
when it arrived over the Santa Fe 
proved to be ten or eleven cars of 
guns and ammunition. Hizar says 
the freight paid the Santa Fe was 
over $11,000. He says that $14,000 


was placed to his credit, which he 
learned from the American Nationa! 


San Francisco. 

After paying the Santa Fe freight, 
expenses to Martinez and deducting 
a fee of $500 for his services, Hizar 
says he purchased a draft of $6900, 
the balance of the amount on hand, 
payable to Juan Bernardo Bowen, 
and matied it to him at San Bias. 

Hizar says he was later informed 
the draft was paid by the American 
National Bank and was cashed in 
Los Angeles by Mr. Cline, brother of 
the Sheriff of Los Angeles county, 
who cashed the paper for a Mex!i- 
can who answered the description of 
the man who first furnished funds to 
Hizar. 

Later he says a United States De- 
partment of Justice agent calied and 
oeked him about the matter and 
when he had told him all he 
knew the agent said the money 
placed to his credit in the American 
National Bank had been brought to 
a bank in San Francisco by a woman 
heavily veiled who carried her 
money in a muff. That is all he 
knew of the matter, Hizar says. 
SURROUNDED WITH MYSTERY. 

The Annie Larsen incident was 
gurrounded with mystery two years 
azo when the schooner sailed with 
arms and ammunition from here 
after the shipment had lain here for 
more than two months. No one knew 
where the cargo came from or its 
destination, When the Annie Larsen 
left port it was towed by the tug 
Bahada with lights out. Capt. Joe 
Brennan of the tug reported he re- 
ceived his instructions by mega- 
phone from Capt. Schleuter of the 
Annie Larsen. The United States 
warships are sald to have followed 
the schooner and to have kept a 
close watch for a long time. It 
was reported subsequently that the 
achooner reached Soccorro Island, off 
the Mexican Coast, and that it trans- 
shipped the cargo to the notortous 
German steamer Maverick.

How Mob Law was Openly Advocated 
by Gompers’ Agitators.

THE CIRCUMSTANCE. 

Under the present conditions of unrest they did not desire 
to be quoted, but the story that they told follows: 

It should be prefaced with the statements that East St. Louie’ 
now has a population of probably 75,000; that it has grown with! 
leaps and bounds in the last two decades, its population having 
been only 29,655 in 1900; that it is a flourishing industrial center, 
boasting of great packing and manufacturing plants, some the, 
largest of their kind in the country; and that, owing to the nature 
of the'work in many of these industries, it is one of the biggest. 
markets in the United States for common, unskilled labor. 

On the other hand, the city government of East St. Louis ts. 
bankrupt. As the events of Monday night showed, its police was 
not only demoralized but feeble in numbers. It can muster only 
sixty-three men, including plain-clothes men and officers as well’ 
as the uniformed patrolmen. The city should have twice as many, 
but has not the money to pay them. 

In the packing plants, stock yard and ore factories, there is 
an abundance of hard, dirty and unpleasant work which no white 
American would consent to do. These jobs were abandoned by 


the skilled white workmen to negroes and foreigners. Many of, 


the latter, natives of Austria and the Balkan countries, were sum- 
moned to the colors, which meant that additional negroes were 
employed in their places. 

The tremendous boom given to business in the city by wat 
orders for the Allies created still greater demands for negro labor. 
It is estimated that in the last two years the negro population has 
increased one-fourth. At the end of May, when the first outbreak 
of rioting occurred, there were probably 15,000 negroes in East 
St. Louis, of whom today perhaps no more than 5000 or 6000 
remain. 

NEGROES FLOCKED IN. 

The negroes found themselves receiving such ctisaaial 
wages as $4, $5 and $6 a day, and it was not strange that many 
of them wrote glowing letters to friends and relatives in the South, 
inviting them to come and enter into this financial paradise. They 
responded in flocks. Every evening, and especially on Sunday 
evenings, the Relay Depot would be jammed with negroes ar 
riving on the trains, and friends gathered to_ welcome them. 

The uneasiness felt by the white population over this influx 
of negroes became acute alarm because of an epidemic of hold- 
ups and shootings by negro footpads during April and May. Ife 
is not the belief of the authorities that these crimes were com 
mitted by negroes from the South, who went to the city to work,

DAREDEVILS. 


The low altitude and slow 
at which the Germans crossed n- 
don and the daredevil way they cir- 
cled over their objectives caused 
great surprise. When first seen they 
were steering a steady course from 
the northwest, evidently in the act 
of making a long, sweeping curve 
which would ultimately bring their 
heads in the direction of home. They 
completed the maneuver over the 
Thames and as the British machines 
came into the picture the raiders 
quickened their pace. 

A fierce running fight ensued be- 
tween a strong force of British ma- 
chines and the raiders toward the 
mouth of the river. The machines 
flew fairly low and the rattle of ma- 
chine guns was distinctly audible 
from the ground. None of the Ger- 
mans had been brought down when 
the combatants disappeared from 
view, but the British squadron con- 
tinued the pursuit and engaged them 
heavily. 

AFTER THE BANKS. 


Today's attack was plainly di- 
rected against the civilian popula- 
tion and business and financial 
buildings. There is no question that 
the Germans knew where they were 
and it was no matter of scatter- 
ing explosives blindly from a great 
height. Why more persons were 
not killed is hard to explain.

persons in solidly constructed build- 
ings are comparatively safe. 
NO CHANCE, 

The fate of the humble dwellers 
in workmen's houses Was different. 
They had no chance for their lives. 
The sight, now familiar to London- 
ers, of distracted, sobbing mothers 
rushing about the ruins of tene- 
ments, fearing to find, and gome- 
times finding, the mangled bodies of 
their childfen, was the most mov- 
ing incident of the German attack. 
A thorough investigation of the re- 
sulte of the battle by staff corre- 
spondents of the Associated Press 
showed that no munitions or supply 
establishments were touched. 

Apparently none was sought, 
since the Germans undoubtedly wéll 
knew their locations. 

Five minutes after the explosions 
ceased the streets of the district at- 
tacked were jammed with masses of 
humanity. Fire engines, ambu- 
lances, patrol wagons, motors with 
nurses and doctors seemed to spring 
from the earth. Almost imme- 
diately waves of sightseers from the 
West End swept down and seemed to 
come in droves throughout the day. 

Anger and determination seemed 
to be the dominating sentiments of 
the populace. One certain result of 
the raid will be an increased de- 
mand for reprisals on German cities. 
Several members of Parliament 
have already announced their pur- 
pose to raise the question as soon as 
the House of Commons meets. 

The sentiment recentivy voiced 
most strongly by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and seconded by per- 
haps the majority of the substantial 
leaders of public opinion, that the 
British should not descend to the 
level of the Germans, is not popular 
with the masses, and the suggestion 
that the slaughter of English civil- 
fans would cease if each visitation 
was quickly followed by a similar 
stroke against some German city, 
commands strong support among 
those who have . looked on the 
bodies of their slain and mangtied 
countrymen. 

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 

The following statement was giv- 
out: 

“Lord French reports that about 
9:30 o'clock this morning hostile 
aircraft in considerable numbers, 
probably in two parties, appeared 
over the Isle of Thanet and the east 
ebast of Essex. After dropping some 
bombe in Thanet the raiders pro- 
ceeded in the direction of London. 
Moving roughly parallel to the north 
lbank of the Thames, they ap- 
proached London from the north- 
east.

FRENCH PORT, July 7.—The 
A American troops entered on the 

final steps of the mobilization 
that will prepare them to leave 
within a few days for a pérmanent 
training camp somewhere behind the 
firing line. The unloading of sup- 
plies is almost finished and rolling 
Stock is being concentrated here 
preparatory to the departure of the 
troops. The days have been used 
profitably for a double purpose.

How the Allies May All Profit® 
Revolution in the Orient 


HE revolution in China ts hand 
T picked and made to order. 

If not actually created as 
Part of a diplomatic game, it will 
at ledst be used to good advantage 
to help England out of a painfully 
embarrassing position. Japan also 
can use this revolution very nicely in 
her business; our own State De- 
partment may find it not to be with- 
out its useful side. 


It presents a convenient avenue by 
which a most awkward crisis may be 
avoided by all three nations. 

REVIEW. 

Let us review, briefly, the condi- 
tions leading up to this curious dip- 
lomatic tangle: 

Japan, for some years, has faced 

the dreadful possibility of being 
starved to death. A fierce, proud 
military people, the Japanese found 
themselves cooped up on a network 
of little islandg which did not yield 
them room to produce the necessities 
of life. Japan had to reach out for 
room or perish. 
Reachi out, she first fought the 
-apanese-Chinese war. She won a 
prompt and gorgeous victory; but 
was cheated of the spoils. After the 
battle smoke had drifted away, 
Japan found that the western and 
so called “civilized” nations had 
rushed in and grabbed from the de- 
feated Chinese all that the 
Japanese wafriors had conquered, 

Japan swallowed her humiliation 
and waited. 

Then came the Russian- nese 
war. Again Japan was chéated of 
her prey. This time it wag because 
she could not thoroughly accomplish 
the throttling of her victim. Japan 
was allowed, by common consent of 
the diplomats of the world, to pre- 
tend a shabby sort of victory. As 
a matter of fact, she was glad to be 
permitted to emerge from the war 
empty handed and without booty. 

Japan got nothing as a reward for 
her so-called * “victory” over the 
Russians except some concessions in 
Manchuria. According to the best 
evidence obtainable, these conces- 
sions proved to be a disappointment. 
Manchuria proved to be of no value 
to the Japs. Commercially they 
found themselves unable to compete 
with the Chinese.

PROFESSOR HUNTS 
‘WHITE PINE RUST.

Manchuria was a lemon in his 
larder; America warned him away 
from her shores; so dia Australia. 
But there lay China! If he could 
eaploit the richness of China; peddle 
the enormous wealth of the Flowery 
Kingdom, he might be saved. 

The great powers of the world had 
repeatedly forbidden him to poké his 
fist in that treasure trove. 

But he remembered that in the 
grand scramble when the western 
nations looted China, Germany haa 
grabbed her share of the swag. The 
Kaiser's share was the province of 
Kiao Chow. 

As the ally of England. the 
Mikado, with a little snicker up his 
sleeve, decided to “help” the 
Entente by sending his troops across 
to capture this German stronghold.

This suggestion was received by 
the Allies with wild alarm. But they 
could not, they dare not, protest 
against this act of ostensible friend- 
liness.

SUFFERANCE. 
The Allies had to allow the 


Mikado to capture Tsing Tau or run 
the risk of turning Japan over, bod? 
and soul, to the Central Powers. This 
would be to tose the war: worse than 
that, for Russia and India would 
both be naked to an attack by the 
Japanese from the rear. Had the 
Japanese been induced by Germany 
to enter the war as an ally of the 
Central Powers, the British Empire 
would have fallen to pieces and Rus- 
sia would have received a death 
blow. 

So England made the best of @ 
tad matter. She scrambled  to- 
gether a few troops and insisted that 
this little British army be added to 
the forces of the Japanese com- 
mander. The addition was received 
with bad grace and ill-concealed 
chagrin by the Japs; but England 
was thus enabled to claim “for the 
purposes of the record” as lawyers

In the process of capturing Tsing 
Tau, however, the British were 
forced ‘into a ridiculous position. 

While supposedly waging war 
against Germany in behalf of vie- 
lated Belgium neutrality, she war 
following the Japanese into a worse 
violation of Chinese territory.

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MEDIATORS ARE MEETING 


TO END ARIZONA STRIKE. 


Former Gov. Hunt and Gov. Campbell See the Oper- 
ators to Arrive at a Basis for Men Returning to Work. 
Owners Declare They will Make no Concessions to the 
1.W.W.—Troops in Control at Globe. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


LOBE (Ariz.) July 17.—This 
morning there Wag a strange 
gathering in the Federal 

Ruilding, when former Gov. Hunt, 
special] envoy of President Wilson, 
sat down in conference with Gov. 
Campbell, and several mine man- 
agers. There even had been an in- 
timation that the managers would not 


‘consult with Hunt, regarded by them 


as their bitterest enemy. It is to be 
considered also that the contest for 
the Governorship between Campbell 
and Hunt still is unsettled. But no 
sounds of strife came from the se- 
cret chamber and the conferees is- 


sued within a few hours entirely un- 


rumfied 

The Inspiration was represented 
by C. E. Mills, the Miami! by B. Brit- 
ton Gottsberger and the Old Do- 
minion by P. G. Beckett, the reapec- 
turve managers. A second mediator 
was present in John McBride af 
Phoenix, who had done good work 
at Jerome and who had been re- 
called to Arizona from Butte. No 
representatives of the strikers were 
invited. With them the two medi- 
ators will confer tomorrow. Noth- 
ing was said of the result of today’s 
It is understood, however, 
that the mine managers absolutely 
reject all the propositions of the 
LW.W. and federation and insist up- 
on their right to manage their own 
property, especially while paying the 
highest wages in the mining indus- 


REPORT AS TO HUNT. 

This afternoon a story was passed 
to the effect that Hunt had recom- 
mended removal of the Federa! 
troops, as unnecessary for the 
maintenance of peace, and as irri- 
tating to one of the parties to the 
negotiations. This news promptly 
Was passed on to other western 
camps and protests were started to 
Washington. One merchant  ob- 
served: “If the troops go out I shal! 
go also, for the camp will not be 
safe for anyone.” 

Among the forces working against 
the 1.W.W. the most potent is the 
jealousy of the regular union men, 
who are tired of idleness and who 
60 not want to wait for an im 
probable victory in which they 
might lose union identity. Half the 
men who lounge on the streets woyld 
return if fear of intimidation were 
removed. There is also the effect 
of the President’s instructions to 
secure a waiver of wnion control 
claims during the present war crisis. 

This particular point of conserva- 
tion is expected to be supported by 
Hunt and McBride, though the 
former has been quoted by friends 
as stating he was to write the Presi- 
dent concerning “false and mis- 
leading newspaper reports that have 
been sent from this district during 
the present labor troubles.” 

Report is made that two m- 
bers of the LW.W. have been de- 
tailed for especial observation of 
each of the several hundred special 
deputy sheriffs who tately stood 
against them at the smejter. One 
was W. M. Walker. an employing 
contractor, whose men have been 


called out as punishment for his 
law-and-order activities. 
DEMAND ON RESTAURANTS. 


Demand is said to have been made 
on restaurants to mot feed him. 
Threats have been made against the 
lives of a number of peace officers 
and two of them have been  as- 
Saulted. Many of the special 
deputies, mainly busines® men, are 
armed, while hundreds of the strik- 
ers carry pistols. 

A rather serious clash occurred 
this morning near the Old Dominion 
smelter, quelled bf the arrival of 
soldiers. Five principals were 
gathered in by the Sheriff, all in bad 
shape, physically. All are Austrians. 
One had three bullet wounds, an- 
other one pistol wound and the 
other knife wounds of lesser gravity. 
All are in hospital or jail. The 
trouble started when two of the men 
refused to join the LW.W. The 
affair caused much  exiitement 
among the foreigners. Already there 
is deep racial hatred between the 
Serbians and Austrjans. The former 
for some time past have maintained 
a military organization and are well 
érilled under foreign standards, with 
intention to join their home army, 
yet available for the United States 
service. They are filled with hatred 
for the Austrians and Bulgarians. 
With them are grouped the Monte- 
negrins, 

It is notable that court is being 
paid by the 1.W.W. to the soldiers, 
who enjoy full liberty when off duty. 

DENIAL BY HUNT. 


Gov. Hunt fiatly denies that he 
has telegraphed the President to 
withdraw the troops now here, but 
is not inclined to talk concerning 
his mission and intentions. He at- 
tended a meeting of the local 


Miners’ Union this evening and was 


received with cheers. The federa- 
tion side of the controversy has 
been growing within the past few 
days and many new applications 
have been received from men who 
are said to be leaving the LW.W. 
and to be preparing for work in the 
event the more moderate federation 
demands are met by the mine man- 
agers. 

There is denial, however, of the 
story that the Iron Cap and Superior 
and Boston mines had acceded to 
the federation demands. Their 
managers are with the larger mines 
and will settle with men on the 
same basis as the others. There is 
absolute unity among the managers. 
The miners’ unions are holding 
meetings, without regard to the 
I1LW.W. element, in a sincere desire 
to settle things so that work may be 
resumed. Also there has been a 
meeting of State officials and mili- 
tary leaders here. This evening 
from Phoenix arrived United States 
Attorney Flinn, United States Mar- 
shal Dillon and State's Attorney- 
General W. E. Jones, all prepared to 
stay as long as they are needed, It 
is felt that the Federal officials can- 
not do much tin stopping the trea- 
sonable talk that has been known 
on the street and getting the mines 
started again. Gov. Campbell also 
will etay as long as he can be help- 
ful, this change of plan being based 
upon the request of officials and cit- 
izens generally.

SCHOOLS’ DUTY 
DURING WAR. 


General Topic Discussed at 
Educational Meeting. 


“Agricultural Preparedness” 
Urged by Chamberlain. 


Necessity for Thrift Shown by 
Straus of New York. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRK.) 

PORTLAND (Or.) July 17.—Open 
discussion by members of the Na- 
tional Council of Education on the 
general topic of “The obligations and 
opportunities of the schools during 
the war,” was the crowning event 
tonight of the first day's prelimi- 
naries to the convention of the Na- 
tional Education Association, Speak- 
ers featured on the programme held 
under the auspices of the associa- 
tion’s thrift education committee in- 
cluded some of the prominent edu- 
cators of the country, 

Arthur H. Chamberlain, secretary 
of the California Council of Educa- 
tion of San Francisco, spoke on 


“agricultural preparedness and food 
conservation.” He declared that the 
entrance of the United States into 
the war means that we must feed 
the Allied countries as well as our 
own and that, realizing this, the 
frammar and high schools are tak- 
ing part in crop production and food 
conservation. 

“A tremendous struggle will fol- 
low the close of the war,” said Mr 
Chamberlain. “The place of the 
school in the coming new order of 
things cannot be over-estimated. 
Agricultural courses must be intro- 
duced fn all schools. Domestic eci- 
ence courses must emphasize 
economy.” 

“The first message delivered by 
President Wilson to the nation after 
the declaration of a state of war wit! 
Germany was on the subject of 
thrift,” declared 8S. W. Straus of New 
ork, president of the American So- 
ciety for Thrift, speaking on the 
subject: “Thrift. a patriotic neces- 
sity,” “would indicate that the Chief 
Executive of the United States saw 
thrift alike as the first duty and tne 
first patriotic opportunity of the 
citizena in the face of the great na- 
tional crisis. The thrift which must 


be taught our children consists 
ahove pl else in the elimination of 
waste.’ 


| HONOR A. H. MAGUIRE. 


Man Who Revolutionized Match In- 
dustry is Knighted. 
P. FORERIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 

LONDON, June 25.—The an- 
nouncement of a knighthood con- 
ferred on Alexander H. Maguire re- 
calls a revolution In the match in- 
dustry which was brought about by 
the great efforts of Mr. Maguire. In 
the early days of the use of white 
phosphorous for matches, which 
caused so much disease and death 
among the workers, Sir Alexander 
induced the House of Commons to 
pases a bill prohibiting the wee of 
white phosphorous, thus revolution- 
izing the match industry, wiping out 
the disease of necrosis, or “phossy 
jaw,” and saving thousands of lives.

natural, and if anyone doubts that 
the Chinese people are lacking 
in gratefulness for the protection 
and good care that they received at 
the hands of others this doubt would 
be removed by the warm expres- 
sions that fall from the mouths of 
these refugees whenever they have 
an opportunity of giving voice to 
their thankfulness. 

There is not a Chinaman in the 
camp who would not lay down his 
life for the government that has 
rescued him from possible torture 
and death at the hands of Mexican 
bandits, but it is to Gen. Pershing 
that these several hundred Chinese 
are specially devoted and have an 
almost childish interest In where he 
is and what he is doing. One of 
the features of this remarkable 
camp of refugees is the reading of 
the daily papers by a man in each 
company who has enough knowledge 
of the English language to grasp the 
meaning of the printed articles and 
can translate them into Chinese. 
The first thing that is called for each 
day when the reading period arrives 
is news of Gen. Pershing. When 
the account of his arrival in France 
was read, recently, there was great 
rejoicing throughout the Chinese 
camp. 

What will ultimately be done with 
these foreigners, who, if the exclu- 
sion act was enforced to the letter, 
would be barred from this country, 
is a problem that time will have 
to solve. That they will not be sent 
back to Mexico unt!! conditions there 
become more settled is assured. In 
fact, if they can have their own way 
about .it, they will remain in this 
country. Just now they are being 
made specially useful to the United 
States government by the perform- 
ance of cértain characters of labor 
for which they are specially fitted. 
They are assigned to duties in the 
quartermaster corps of the South- 
ern Military Department. 


COMING OUT. 


When Gen” Pershing received or- 
ders for the withdrawal of his col- 
umn from Mexico and started on the 
way northward, he found trailing 
behind him about 2700 frightened 
men, women and children, who were 
terror-stricken over the threats of 
violence at the hands of Villa and 
his followers. Among this number 
who trekked in the wake of the 
withdrawing army were 526 Chinese 
who had flocked to the different units 
of Pershing’s men for protection. 
They came from the mines, villages 
and towns scattered along the route 
in the State of Chihuahua. Of the 
526 men, 106 were merchants who 
were given liberty under the im- 
migration law upon entering the 
United States. The remaining ref- 
ugees, however, were placed under 
guard and were held for several 
months at Columbus, N. M., where 
they were organized into military 
companies by Lieut. James R,. Ord 
who had charge over them. They 


a few weeks ago and were brought 
here under the command of five 
negro soldiers. A modern, sanitary 
camp had been prepared for them 
and they are given the best of treat- 
ment in the matter of accommoda- 
tions, food supplies and in all other 
esvential respects. They are paid 
regular wages for their daily services 
to the government as carpenters, 
cooks, laundry men and for what- 
ever else they may be engaged in. 
As an evidence that the refugees are 
well satisfied with the conditions in 
which they are placed at Fort Sam 
Houston, it is stated that there has 
not been a desertion since their ar- 
rival here and, in fact, none has oc- 
curred since they came out of Mex- 
ico. Neither has there been a case 
of sickness among them. T. K. Fong, 
Chinese Consular-General with of- 
fices at San Francisco, accompanied 
his fellow-countrymen when they 
were brought here from Columbus 
and he remained here several days 
looking after the affairs of his peo- 
ple. Before his departure he ex- 
pressed himself as overcome with 
gratefulness for the splendid treat- 
ment the refugees had received at 
the hands of the United States gov- 


erment. 
VILLA’'S HATE. 


Villa’s hatred of the Chinese is not 
without good cause, according to the 
story that ts told by officers who 
were with Gen. Pershing in Mexico. 
It is stated that during the height 
of Villa's campaign against the Car- 
ranza troops in the State of Chihua- 
hua, about 600 Chinese were. col- 
lected by Carranza authorities in 
Parral and other towns of that State 
and after being armed and equipped 
for military service, they were sent 
along with a foree of Mexican troops 
against a body of Villa's men. These 
Chinese proved to be terrific fighters 
and they were the primary cause of 
the disastrous defeat of Villa in the 
fight that took place. It was then 
that Villa vowed vengeance on all 
Chinese and he made good his word 
by slaughtering more than 200 of 
them in raids he made upon Parral, 
Santa Rosalia, Jiminez and other 
towns.

JAP BUREAUCRATS, 


BLIND TO POLITICAL CUR- 
RENTS, HE SAYS. 


Absence of a Controlling Power 
is Seriously Felt in the Country, 
Would Develop the Serious 
Thought of the Nation. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE} 


TOKIO, June 15.—*Bureaucratic 
statesmen of Japan seem blind to 
the political currents of the world 
and try to stem the rising tide by 
means of old-fashioned ideas and 
exploded doctrines,” asserted Mar- 
quis Shigenobu Okuma, the former 
Premier and opponent of the pres- 
ent Terauchi administration, in com- 
menting upon the political situa- 
tion in Japan and the recent elec- 
tion, 
government was victorious, 

Absence of a strong controlling 
power was most seriously felt in 
Japan, added Marquis Okuma. The 
consequence was, in his opinion, that 
the people have no fixed or stable 
political views and change their 
epiniong with chameleon-like ra- 
pidity. 

The former Premier remarked 
that about fifteen years ago when 
Prince Katsura was at the head of 
the government, the work of the 
Russian scholar, Mr. Pobiedonotseff, 
in support of despotism waa trans 
lated into Japanese and . printed 
coples of the translation were Gis- 
tributed among all the government 
officials throughout Japan. Subse- 
quently, as the result of war with 
Japan, Russia became constitu- 
tional country, but among the Japa- 
nese there are some who are still 
intoxicated with Pobiedonotseff’s po- 
litical philosophy. 

The result, he said; is that states- 
men who are imbued with these po- 
litieal doctrines try to stand aloof 
from political parties, ignore the 
rights of the Diet, and bring public 
opinion into submission to official 
authority. In Russia, too, he de- 
clared, there were some statesmen 
who believed in the virtues of Po- 
biedonotseff's political philosophy, 
and tried to carry on a despotic ays- 
tem of administration. The result 
had been the downfall of the Roman- 
off @ynasty. It is not only In Rus- 
sia, he declared, but also in Ger- 
many—a hotbed of bureaucracy— 
that bureaucratic statesmen appear 


to be awakening to the — political 
needs of the age. ex-Premier 
continned: 

“There appears to be nobody 


anxious to lick a healthy public opin- 
ion into shape and lead it along the 
right paths. Politicians, scholars, and 
religionists alike are in one compre- 
hensive mass of lethargy and degen- 
eration, and an effective power to 
contro] society is entirely non-exist- 
ent. In the midst of the general 
degeneration, however, a great credit 
should be accorded to the press for 
the way in which it is endeavoring 
to bring a healthy publiie opinion 
into existence. The fate of the Japa- 
nese-people will not be decided by 
the recent general election. Some- 
times the unjust may assume ascend- 
ancy over the fust. Politica] pro- 
gtess in Japan tn any marked de- 
gree can hardly be expected till an 
effective controlling power appears 
in soctety.” 


He believed that, to further the of 


progress of constitutional govern- 
ment in Japan, measures should be 
taken to develop the political 
thought of the nation which is now 
in a condition of chaos.

Mr. Craig says the only way in 
which they could have mixed him 
up in the affair is because he pur- 
chased the oil tanker Maverick from 
the Standard Oil Company in San 
Francisco late in the year of 1915, 
repaired and overhauled it and then 
sold it to a firm known as the Mave- 
rick Steamship Company of Los An- 
geles, a concern with which Mr. 
Craig is in no way associated. 

The Maverick, after being pur- 
chased from Mr. Craig, was manned 
with a Hindu crew and cleared for 
Mexico. Later she turned up at 
Borneo and was interned. It was 
reported that several of her Hindu 
crew were hanged on the spot for al- 
leged treason. 

Mr. Craig, however, denied abso- 
lutely that he knew of the exist- 
ence of a plot to stir up strife in 
India, nor of the intentions of the 
Maverick Steamship officials who 
bought the craft from him. 

Mr. Craig, who is confident the 
charges against him ‘will be dis- 
missed at the hearing, appeared be- 
fore the grand jury in San Francis- 
co a month ago and explained his 
transaction involving the Maverick 
and was somewhat surprised to 
learn that an indictment had been 
returned against him. He has not 
yet been served with the papers cit- 
ing him te appear nor officially no- 
tified that an indictment had been 
returned ordering him to San Fran- 
cisco again. 

The shipbullder also seemed to 
think it strange that George Phil- 
ips, then secretary and treasurer of 
the Craig Shipbuilding Company, 
should have been indicted, as indi- 
cated by the telegraph reports from 
San Francisco. Mr. Craig said in 
his idea mystery surrounded many 
of the motives of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Preston in asking for 
bench warrants for certain prom- 
Inent men whom Mr. Craig said he 
believed had nothing whatsoever to 
do with the alleged plot. He char- 
aracterized the situation, for the 
most part, as an attempted grand- 
ftand play and advertising scheme 
on the part of the District Attorney.

Ray Howard, Los Angeles attor- 
ney, said last night that he had re- 
ceived no notice of his supposed in- 
dictment in San Francisco by the 
Federal grand jury on charges of 
being implicated in plota to over- 
throw British rule in India, and to 
ship war munitions from California. 

“My business is not conducted 
along such lines as would lead me 
to believe I had been indicted on 
such charges,” said Mr. Howard.

but that they were the deeds of pro- 
fessional crooks from other cities, 
including St. Louis. 

The city on the east side of the 
river offers almost unrivaled facili- 
ties for the operations of criminals. 
Besides its undermanned police 
force, it provides the easiest of op- 
portunities for making an escape. 
It is entered by twenty-seven rall- 
roads, whose trains are constantly 
moving out of the city, and there 
are three bridges over which flight 
may be made to St. Louls. 

Night after night the police re- 
ceived reports of robberies commit- 
ted by negroes upon white .men, 
women and children. One evening 
the fire and police board was hold- 
ing a meeting at the City Hall, when 
suddenly there came the sound of a 
fusillade of shots on Third street, 
near by. It proved that a negro 
had attempted to hold up a white 
detective, and, in the exchange of 
shots that followed, the detective 
was shot in the arm, the bandit es- 
caping unhurt. 

CRIMINALS ESCAPE. 


Complaints began to be heard 
that even when negro criminals 
were arrested they were t ted with 
a consideration which was charged 
to the desire of politicians to cater 
to the black vote. The cases were 
cited of four negro women, notori- 
ous as pickpockets and thieves, 
who have been arrested scores of 
times aplece. Rarely were they 
even locked up, for usually a 
bondsman was awaiting them when 
they were taken to the Police Sta- 
tion. A thriving business as profes- 
sional bondsemen has for years been 
driven by several negro saaloonkeep- 
ers and politicians. And in court 
there is a long record in connection 
with all these women of acquittals, 
of postponements and delays. 

It begun to be muttered about 
that “it was too easy for a negro 
to get out of jail.” Attention was 
drawn to unsavory negro resorts and 
barrel houses along Broadway, and 
M was pointed out that one negro 
saloonkeeper to whom the city had 
granted a license was an ex-convict 
who had been run out of St. Louis 
and who, as a side line to his saloon, 
was doing a thriving business in 
supplying “protection” to “bad” ne- 
groes, and was a power in politics 
among his followers. 

Into this situation, embittered by 
the crimes of negro holdup men, en- 
tered a new factor with the decla- 
ration of a strike during the last 
week of May at the plant of the 
Aluminum Ore Company, said to be 
the largest foundry of the sort in 
America. It was workine night and 
day on contracts for the United 
States government. 
workmen were earning $7 a day. 


pany, the strike was called because 
they refused to pay a bribe of $20,- 
000 to a walking delegate who was 
one of the leaders of the men. 


EMPLOYED NEGROES. 


The company already employed 
many negroes at such common labor 
as shoveling ore. It now placed some 
negroes at the work which the white 
men had quit. This gave an oppor- 
tunity to raise the cry that negroes 
were being inpported as strike break - 
ers. It is true that the strike grad- 
ually petered out, the men repudiat- 
ing their leaders and mostly return- 
ing to work. But the damage was 
done, and the constantly mounting 
passion of race prejudice was added 
to that of union workmen jealous of 
their privileges. 

The explosives were now gathered, 
and then all that Waa needed was a 


match. It was produced on the 
night of May 78. A delegation of 
about 600 union men marched 


to the City Hall to appeal to the 
authorities to prevent the importa- 
tion of any more negroes. Among 
them were many of the Aluminum 
Ore Company strikers. They took 
possession of an auditorium there 
and some of the leaders made 
speeches advising that in case the 
authorities took ‘no action, ‘they 
should resort to mob law. 

Mayor Mollman promised that he 
would do everything in his power te 
persuade employers against recruit- 
ing negro labor and the meeting 
dispersed. They had not been gone 
thirty minutes when a mob appeared 
at the Police Station and demanded 
that a necro who had just been ar- 
rested should be delivered to them. 
He was arrested on the charge of 
trying to rob two white’ girls. 

At about the same time two 
youths had been robbed at Thir- 
teenth street and Gaty avenue by a 
negro and, one of them who resist- 
ed, was shot in the hip. 

Mayor Moliman, who had to sup- 
port him only three policemen at 
the station, addressed the mob him- 
self, and succeeded in persuading 
them to leave. But they departed 
for the negro section along Broad- 
way and there was the beginning of 
four days’ rioting tn which a dozen 
white men and two score negroes 
were injured and considerable prop- 
erty belonging to negroes was de- 
stroyed, including saloons and shops. 
The disturbance was finally put down 
by troops. 

NEGROES ORGANIZE. 


But the flame was not ex- 
tinguished: it was only smoldefing. 
It now appears that negro leaders 
took a hand and organized one or 
more bands for their own defense in 
case further attacks should be made. 
The tnformation was extracted from 
one reluctant negro witness before 
the Coroner that three ‘“‘mobilization 
points” had been agreed upon and 
that the ringing of the bell of a 
negro church was to be the tocsin 
for assembling in arms. 

At midnight Sunday the bell be- 
gan to peal, and a few minutes la- 
ter a white resident near by tele- 
phoned to the police that a company 
of armed negroes was on the march. 
Over the telephone the tolling of the 
bell could be heard. Detective Ser- 
geant Samuel Coppedge, Detective 
Frank Wodley and others leaped in- 
to an automobile. As they wheeled 
into Bond street, off Broadway, they 
came face to face with a column 
of negroes, marching along the side- 
walk in twos? each with a gun on 
his shoulder. 

Coppedge was shot dead in cold 
blood as he urged the negroes to 
disperse, end suffered 
wounds from which he died. Two 
other officers in the machine were 
wounded. The driver of the car 
sped it away through the rain of 
bullets. What became of the negro 
column after the murders is not as 
yet known, and upon what expedi- 
tion they were setting out is one of 
the remaining mysteries of the case. 
The generally-accepted belief among 
th whites is that they were march- 
ing to attack the white residence 
district in revenge for the riot of 
May 28, but another theory is that 
they were bound for the free bridge 
to punish the white men, employed 
at a plant near the bridge, who had 
beaten a negro earlier in the eve- 


ning. 

When the news of the assassina- 
tion of Coppedge and Wodley spread 
over the city, Hast St. Louis saw 
red. There was almost equal rage 
over the discovery that there was a 
band of armed negroes in existence 
as a menace to white supremacy in 
the town. These were the imme- 
diate causes of the sanguinary de- 
bauch of Monday night, now known 


to all the world; but they merely

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long time, and it must be said that, 
in a political way, they have not 
improved themselves in the eyes of 
the people. Many of them have 
been for sale on election day, put- 
ting up their votes to the highest 
bidder. This did not help them any 
in the estimation of the people as 
to thelr value as an asset to the 
city, and it was largely responsible 
for the low tone of politics here. 

“The labor question was another 
factor. War and other orders 
caused increased capacity in many 
Plants and a demand for additional 
workers. The employers made a 
systematic attempt to recruit men; 
it seemed to be in doubt whether 
they gave any more effort to get- 
ting negroes than whites., The use 
of negroes as striké#-breakers in one 
packing plant and an ore foundry 
was not calculated to lessen the 
tension. 

“Many of us felt we were getting 
more than a reasonable proportion 
in negroes in comparison with our 
white population. And, as I have 
been told by dependable negroes, 
nearly every one armed himeelf as 
soon as he arrived. Those from the 
South were intoxicated with the new 
freedem they found in East St. Louis 
and flaunted themselves in a manner 
that would have been intolerable 
even in a white man. This impu- 
dence was much in evidence before 
the May riots, but after that it 
seemed as if some of the edge had 
been taken off their insolence. 


MILITIA APATHETIC. 
“I wish to point out that in these 
riots all the -antipathy toward the 
negro was not confined to Bast St. 


Louis. Among the first militia to 
arrive from Central and Northern 
Tilinois were not a few who declared 
feelingly their understanding they 
were not here to protect negroes 
against whites, but to guard whites 
against negroes. Many were what 
you could eall nothing else but raw 
country yaps; they knew nothing of 
their duties and, being boys them- 
selves, fraterniged with the other 
boys, who made up 60 large a pro-

One was analyzed for bac- 
terial count, fat and solids not fat: 
the other was scored for flavor and 
odor and visible dirt. The quantity 
of visible dirt was determined by 
passing the milk through a sediment 
tester, collecting the sediment on a 
cotton disk.

An bacteria the milk sample must 


contain under 500 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. A competent judge 
scoréd the sample for flavor and 
odor; twenty-five points were award- 
ed when the flavor and odor were 
considered satisfactory. The sample 
of milk free from sediment received 
a score of ten, the cut depending on 
the quantity of sediment present. 
Milk containing 4 per cent. or more 
of fat was given ten points, and sam- 
ples containing less were cut in pro- 
portion to their fat content.

OULD ANALYZE 


CITY’S GARBAGE. 


ADVICE TO CHEMISTS BY AGRI- 
CULTURE DEPARTMENT. 


> 


Vast Amounts of Bread, Meat 
and Edible Fats are Wasted and 
Tons of Valuable Foodstuffs Lost, 
According to Experts in Secre- 
tary Houston's Bureau. 


(SPBCIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—‘Have 
your city food chemist analyze your 
city garbage from week to week and 
publish prominently what he finds 
as an index of food saving or waste 
in your community,” is the sugges- 
tion the United States Department 
of Agriculture is making to munici- 
pal authorities throughout the coun- 
try. Where there is no official chem- 
ist, the department points out, local 
chemists capable of determining 
percentages of fats, protein, starch 
and organic matter wasted in garb- 
age can render great service to the 
nation by volunteering to make 
these analyses in their localities, 

Vast amounts of bread, meat and 
edible fats are wasted in garbage 
and tons of valuable feedstuff for 
animals are lost to the food supply 
of the nation by usual garbage re- 
duction or disposal methods. One 
of the first results from the careful 
analysis of city garbage should be 
the passage of more rigid enforce- 
ment of garbage-collection ordi- 
nances, requiring that no glass, tin, 
wood, burnt matches, paper, string 
or inorganic trash be mixed with the 
vegetable material, meat scraps or 
bones which can be used for feed. 

GERMANY'S CUSTOM. 


This dual collection of garbage 
and trash is being rigidly enforced 
by Germany in all cities of 40,000 


people. Garbage so collected from] 


a population of 17,000,000 people in 
Germany, although. the German 
garbage pail always has been far 
leaner than the American one and is 
especially light at this period, furn- 
ished briquettes rich in protein 
which when fed to dairy cattle pro- 
duced 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 quarts 
of milk dally. 

In most American cities, however, 
garbage is sent to reduction plants, 
where all the fat and oll it contains 
ig recovered for use in making soap 
or greases. 

The residue after the ofl] is ex- 
tracted is used as fertilizer or 
dumped into the ocean. This prac- 
tice has been highly profitable be- 
cause the American garbage pall is 
very rich in fat, American garbage 
averaging 3 per cent. of fat, while 
German garbage rarely shows even 
1 per cent. of fat, as the German 
people never have been wasteful of 
animal or other fats. Another 
reason for the use of the reduction 
method is that in many cities ordi- 
nances prevent the use of garbage 
for feeding animals, particularly 
dairy cows, although there is no 
valid hygtenic objection to the use of 
dried and properly sterilized garbage 
as food for cattle or hogs. 

THE THRIFT IDBA. 

The department specialists be- 
lieve that as the thrift idea gains 
ground less and less fat will be 
thrown into the garbage pail and are 
hopeful that the time is not far dis- 
tant when the amount of fat will 
make reduction for the recovery of 
olle hardly worth while. This will 
mean that a lot of excellent and val- 
uable foodstuff now being wasted as 
food will never get into the garbage 
pail. Even when all fat is elimi- 
nated, however, and waste of bread 
and cereals and meat hag been re- 
duced to a minimum, the garbage 
pail nevertheless will contain in the 
form of parings, plate scraps and 
trimmings a vast amount of material 
which should be conserved atid used 
as feed for hogs, cattle, or poultry. 
First, however, the people must face 
the facts and know the truth of 


their waste, and in bringing this 
waste home local chemists can ren- 


der effective service.

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SANTA MONICA, July 7.—That a 
city, as well as an individual, 
should have a specialty and that the 
specialty of Santa Monica should be 
to attract industries here that would 
be conducted by and employ women, 
for the making of dainty apparel for 
women and children, is the proposi- 
tion reeeiving the consideration of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 
It is proposed by the directors 
that the chamber make every effort 
to attract industries of this type, as 
this city and its home atmosphere 
and beautiful location near both the 
mountains and the sea are believed 
to make a strong appeal to woman's 
love of beauty and quiet surround- 
ings. 

It is pointed out that a campaign 
to bring industries employing the 
better class of women workers would 
not only afford employment to a 
largely-increased population, but al- 
so for the young women brought up 
in this city, obviating the necessity 
for leaving home. 

A NOVEL SUGGESTION. 

To dissolve the Chamber of Com- 

merce and in its stead, hire a first- 
class advertising man, whose ex- 
Penses should be paid from the city 
treasury, with the present director. 
ate of the chamber and the City 
Commissioners to act as an advisory 
body, was fhe solution offered to- 
day by John W. Armstrong, one of 
the directors, to the various prob- 
lems, financial and administrative, 
facing the chamber.

STERILIZE ANP BOTTLE FOR 


USE IN JELLY MAKING. 


Housewives will be Able to do 
with Fewer Glasses, to Distribute 
Her Purchases of Necessities 
Better and to Get Greater Va- 
riety of Jcliles. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE | 
WASHINGTON, June 1.-——Fruit 


juices for use later in jelly making 
can be sterilized and bottled without 
sugar and made into jellies at the 


housewife’s convenience. Thig en- 


ables her to do with fewer jelly 


glasses and to distribute her pur- 
chases of sugar for jelly making 
through the year. Moreover, with 
the bottled juice she can make a 


greater variety of jellies, as juices 


which will not jell can be put up 
when the fruit is ripe and combined 
later with fruits that will jell, or 


fruits ripening at different seasons 
can be combined. For example, the 


juice of strawberries, cherries or 
pineapple can be kept without sugar 
and later when apples are plentiful 
can be made into combination jelly. 
From the unsugared sterilized 
juices of currants, apples, cranber- 
ries and grapes, kept from nine to 
eighteen months, the Bureau of 
Chemistry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, recently made 
jellies of excellent texture, flavor 
and color. 

To put up unsugared fruit juices 
for jelly making, proceed exactly as 
if jelly were to be made at the time. 
Cook the fruits until they are soft 
and strain out the juice through a 
flannel bag. Heat and pour while 
hot into bottles previously scalded. 
Fill the bottles full, leaving no air 
space between juice and cork or 
seal. Place the filled sealed bottles 
on their sides in water near the 
boiling point, and keep them in the 
bath for about thirty minutes. Make 
sure that the corked or. sealed end 
is under the hot water. As soon ar 
the bottles are cool, cover the cork 
with a paraffin seal. Thorough 
sterilization and sealing are abso- 
lutely essential to success, 

To make jelly from the sterilized 
juice, test its jelling quality, add the 
proper amount of sugar, and pro- 
ceed as in making jelly from freshly 
expressed juice.

BEGIN OPERATIONS TOMORROW. 


OMORROW morning the larg-'| 
est airplane manufacturing in- 
dustry on the Pacific Coast, 

and one of the largest plants of ite 
kind in the entire West, the Califor- 
nia Aviation Company, will begin 
operations in its newly-acquired 
Diant at Vernon. The company be- 
gins business with a capital stock of 
$600,000, and the initia] force wil! 
comprise over 200 employees, ex- 
clusive of the administrative forces. 
The company will occupy the 
lant formerly operated by the West 
oast Planing Mill Company at Ver- 
non. This plant comprises a group 
of five buildings and covers a ground 
| area of twelve acres. According to 
Earle Remington, general manager 
of the company, the plant could not 
have been better adapted to the 
needs of the company had it been 
especially built for ite use. 
“We expect to have at least 1000 
men employed before the end of the 
year, and while the initial produc- 


tion of the plant will be gna ma-| 


chine a day, this will be increased 
to ten machines per day as rapidly 
as facilities can be provided,” was 
Mr. Remington's statement. 

The buildings in the group com- 
prise a large erection room that will 
permit of the building of the largest 
type battleplane required by the 
government, For the present, how- 
ever, the company will confine its 
operations to the production of 
training machines for the use of the 
government and the various aviation 
training schools of the country. The 
woodwork and cloth covering apd 
varnishing departments will be 
housed in a two-story structure that 
is well lighted and ventilated. This 
building is ideal for the purpose, as 
there will be many women employed 
in this branch of the work. 

There ie a drying kiln and a series 
of drying or ouring racks on which 
the selected spruce used in the 
wooden parts of the machines will 
be cured for use. These racks are 
of sufficient capacity to cure and 
store a five-years’ supply of wood. 

The supply of 


i 


| spruce for this purpose is extreme- 


ly limited, as it takes fully two 
yeare to get this wood in proper 
condition for use in the manufac- 
ture of machines. The administra- 
tion buildings are of ample size and 
splendidly appointed. The purchas- 
ing and employment departments 
have already been installed. 

The factory has ample trackage 
facilities and will begin operations 


at once. The work of securing the 


men for the manning of the various 
departments has been under way for 
over a year and the company now 
has a list of 2300 men from which 
to draw as rapidly as ite expansion 
demands.

IRTH RATE UP; 
DEATHS FEWER. 


No Race Suicide Here, Ac- 
cording to the City 
SMatistician. 


The number of deaths in the 
fiecal year of 1916-1917 in the 
city of Los Angeles according 
to City Statistician Sief's re- 
port, made vesterday, shows a 
decrease of .24 per cent. from 
that of 1915-1916. The deaths 
for last year number 5528 as 
against 6052. The percentage 
per 1000 of population, esti- 
mated on a basis of 550,000, 
is as follows: For 1916-1917, 
11.86; for 1915-1916, 12.10. 


The birth rate shows a de- 
crease of .44 per cent., the 
number of births in 1916- 
1917 being 8218 as against 
7749 for the previous year. 
Expressed in percentages the 


rate for 1916-1917 is 15.05 
per 1000 of population as 
against 15.49 per 1000 for 
1915-1916. The population 
for 1915-1916 is given as 
500,000. The still-born last 
year numbered: 277; for the 


previous year, 189.

How much to the Chicago packer who cured the 
bacon? How much to the Minneapolis miller who ground the wheat 
into flour? How much to the officers and crew of the steamer that 
brought the coffee from Santos or Rio de Janeiro? How much to the 
miners who excavated the coal that fed the furnaces of the steamer? 
How much to the train hands of the railroad that brought the sait from 
Utah and the oranges from San Bernardino?

Individualism has ruled the world since the dawn of civilization, 
not always wisely and not always fairly, but, on the whole, advan- 
tageously. ~ 

If the gold discovered at Sutter’s mill had not Inspired the seifish- 
ness of the Argonauts who hurried to the new EI! Dorado, California 
would probably to this day have been composed of mission haciendas 
with a few Indians, and fewer dark-hued dons doing the dolce far 
niente stunt. 

In the shops where Arkwright, and McCormick, and Singer, and 
Stephenson, and Fulton, and Fitch, and Morse, and Edison, and Mar- 
coni tolled, intelligent selfishness was the inspiration that created 
great looms, that banished the spinning jennies to the garret; that 
created the reaping machines that put scythes out of commission; that 
made the sewing machines which relieve weary fingers; that bullt great 
‘ships that churn the waves of ocean into foam; that constructed the 
machinery which chains the power of the waterfall and snatches elec- 
tric current from the ether, and forces it to light cities and heat fur- 
naces, and turn great wheels, and carry messages around the world. 

Individualism is not always inspired to action by a love of dollars. 
Artists do not paint, and authors do not write, and orators do not al- 
ways speak, and statesmen do not pian, merely for money. They work 
for fame, for love, for recognition of their individuality. 

What inducement could Socialism offer to such as these? Has So- 
cialism ever produced a Webster, a Lincoln, an Emerson or an Edison? 
Socialism is an obvious and a punctured absurdity and a demonstrated 


failure. 


RODUCERS and consumers are often alluded to as constituting 
P antagonistic classes. It is an incorrect classification, for every 

producer is also a consumer and most consumers are producers. 
it Is true that In all the business relations of life the strong have an 
advantage over the weak, the intelligent over the stupid, the indus- 
trious over the idle. There can be no mountains without valleys and 
no valleys without mountains. Men are of right, and ought to be, politi- 
cally equal, but In other respects the best man wins and the devil 
must be given a chance to take the hindmost. The fittest survive 
and always will, all the fads of Socialism to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

' ‘The aphorism of Socialism is ‘“To each according to his needs, 
from each according to his ability.”” But aman of few needs may have 
great ability and a man of little ability often has great needs—real or 
fancied. Says Fiske, ‘‘is it equity for the indolent, the indifferent, the 
thoughtiess, to make no exertion except to sustain a miserable exist- 
ence, while the active, the ambitious, the energetic provide for them 
comfort or enjoyment for which they will not toll and which they hardly 
oan aml Is it well to encourage the careless by taking care of 
them | 


PEED up on food production and go slow on consumption is now 
the slogan of the American people from Bangor to Galveston, and 
from Seattle to San Diego. 

Unless there shall be tornadoes, and cyclones, and prolonged dry 
spells, and torrential rains—as is not probabie—there will be abundant 
harvests this autumn, for, according to the reports of the Department 
of Agriculture, an immense additional acreage has been planted this 
year in all parts of the country, and, in addition to farm acreage, there 
has been extensive planting of corn, and potatoes, and cabbages, and 
other garden vegetables in the back lots and vacant plots and parks 
of cities., One can ride on a trolley car in any direction in Los An- 
geles and see hundreds and thousands of city lots on which there are 
thrifty growths of garden vegetabies. 

Production has certainly been speeded, and if the export embargo 
law, which vests in the export council the power to permit, or pre- 
vent, or limit food shipments to foreign countries, shall be impartially 
administered, as it promises to be, the people of the United States may 
banish all apprehensions of food shortage or of increased prices for 
food or even of a maintenance of the present high prices. 

**America firet’’ should be, and will be, the governing rule of the 
export counci!. After there shal! be safely lodged in warehouses and 
other storage receptacies enough grain and other food to supply the 
wants of our own people beyond al! peradventure, then exports may 
be permitted to our allies. But exports to Holland and to the Scan- 
dinavian countries will have to be lessened or cut off altogether, for 
there is abundant evidence that a very large amount of grain has been 
sent to Amsterdam and Stockhoim which has found its way into Ger- 
many. This traffic must cease—utterly and without delay. 

With the embargo In operation and abundant harvests in prospect, 
it does not appear that there is any great need of a maximum and mini- 
mum price law, for conditions as between producer and consumer will 
be normal and the law of supply and demand will regulate prices. The 
farmers of the country have latterly, as a rule, been able to obtain re- 
munerative prices for their products, the consumers have been willing 
to pay remunerative prices for them, and those of the well-meaning 
middlemen who are not food pirates have contented themselves with 
reasonable profits. As for the food speculators, they are not 
middiemen; they are regraters and forestallers and engrossers, They 
will be compelied to discontinue their rapacious activities without any 

-further legislation, for local and municipal laws will be enacted to ,e- 
strain them. Indeed, such laws are unnecessary, for under the com- 
mon law of England, which has been adopted in most States, fore- 
stalling or engrossing the market is an indictable offense. The buy- 
ing or contracting for provisions so as to make the market dearer to 
the fair trader Is forestalling, and any device or act to enhance the 
price of provisions is “‘engrossing.”’ 


T THE great meeting In New York on Friday night Col. Roosevelt 
A denounced and Sam Gompers approved, or at least extenuated, 
the conduct of the cowardly |.W.W.’s in East St. Louis, who mur- 
dered colored men for no other offense than accepting the jobs which 
the assassins had abandoned. It is to be regretted that Col, Roose- 
velt emphasized his remarks merely by slapping the cockney anarchist 


on the shoulder. It was his pestiferous jaw that most required the 
attention of a patriotic athiete.

These organizations have long preached 
an “international brotherhood,” not because 
they feel the urge for any such “brother 
hood,” or do aught to bring it about, but 
because, by pretending to récognize all for- 
eigners as brothers and companions, they 
speciously seek to be exempted from any 
special devotion to their own country. They 
have found that there is less danger of be- 
ing treated as traitors should be if they talk 
of being “brothers” to German working- 
men than if they frankly say in words, as 
they do in actions, “The country is at war. 
Its industry needs the pressure of every 
muscle in it. Nobody can afford to wrangle 
over wage scales-—-so now is the time to 
put on the screws and strike!” 


And the strikes are on. Not as many 38 
the LW.W.’s and Gempers mey wish for, 
but enough to test the temper of the citi- 
gens who are patriots and have not even 
a theoretical love for the German working: 
man that cheerfully stands by the forges 
of Bssen. Mr. Gompers has said that he 
would call a general strike throughout the 
country if such and such was not done; or, 
to be exact, if the price of food was not ar 
bitrarily and decisively lowered. It might 
be replied to Mr. Gompers as Hotspur re 
plied to the burly braggart who boasted 
that. he could call spirits from the vasty 
deep: “So can I, ané so can any man. But 
will they come when yéu call them?” 

It must have been a comparatively easy 
thing for the man who did it to call the 
strike in the copper, district of Globe, where 
many, if not most, of the miners are Aus- 
trians who may not “love” their country 


) very much sitfce they flocked to the United 


States eager to be “exploited” by capital, 
but who show by their energetic striking 
that they are quite ready to do their Dit 
toward inconveniencing the enemy of their 
country’s dear Ally. And in the Bisbee dis- 
trict it was quite easy for someone to call 
out the Mexican and Spanish miners who 
may not be expected to have more allegi- 
ance to America than a daily wage can 
purchase. And it is significant that the 
strike at Butte has been engineered and 
conducted by “international organizers,” 
where so many men are out of work that the 
loss in dally wage is $60,000. 

There is rumbling and threats all over 
those parts of the country where the 
LAV.W.’s and Gompers’s miscalled “Amer 
ican” Federation of Labor is in control. 

In South Dakota government officials have 
discovered an 1.W.W. plot to set on fire 
the ripened grain of the entire State; in 
Chicago the Socialists—the undergraduate 
, class of labor fanatics—have organized a 
protest insisting that the government let 
them alone; in the State of Washington 
plans have been revealed to start a railroad, 
mine and factory strike that would spread 
all over the country. “Woe upon woe, de- 
mands upon demands, threats upon threats, 
ruin upon ruin.” That is the Gompersite 
slogan everywhere. 

Put mark well that the real and serious 
striking has already taken place in the only 
two great copper districts of the United 
States. War depends on copper more than 
gold. Gold out of the coffers is given back 
for copper. Armies must have copper. And 
the miners of those districts have been fn- 
spired to refuse to dig more copper. In no 
other way could those miners so efficiently 
assist Germany than by sealing permanent- 
ly the copper mines as they have very 
nearly sealed them temporarily. Federal 
troops have been sent into Globe to stop 
the rioting and drive away the pickets. 
Federal troops will probably be sent to 
Butte, too, if those duped miners do not 
come to their senses, 

We do not believe that the miners, the 
real American workingmen in any of those 
districts, realize what they are about. We 
have less doubt as to Mr. Gompers’s be 
fuddiement. A man who feels as he pro- 
fesses to do about “international brother- 
hood” is not to be suspected of having « 
prejudice against foreign gold. An or 
ganization that for years inspired and 
financed a nation-wide conspiracy of dyna- 
miting, blowing up factories and buildings, 
killing—aseassinating workingmen of their 
own country—calling strikes and leading 
riots at some time or other in every city 
of the United States—aen organization whose 
members and “delegates” planned and ex- 
ecuted the foul massacre of the non-union 
negroes in East St. Louis, where a “dele- 
gate” called a strike because be was not 
given $20,000 to refrain from doing so— 
such an organization, we say, may well be 


suspected of deliberate treachery while the 


United States is fatally engaged in 
the great war. It is a sinister co- 
incidence that finds the strikes, so 
quickly following Mr. Gompers's 
threat to tie up all American indus- 
try, growing im intensity and vio- 
Jence in the copper fields from 
which not only the United States 
but ber Allies are drawing a pre 
ponderance of their indispensable 
copper supply. And the hour has 
come when the guiltless, the honest, 
the patriotic members of the labor 
organizations that are held to heel 
by Samuel Gompers and others of 
his ilk should stand aside, renounce 
the fatuous allegiance to an “inter- 
natiopal brotherhood” and declare 
themselves Americans, loyal and 
steadfast.

Food and Labor Situation Such 

that Surplusage Should be Laid 

Away for Future Consumption, 

Says the Secretary of Agriculture 
to People. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

WASHINGTON, July 4. — “Every 
housewife this year should restore to 
her home the often overlooked home 
industry of canning. preserving, 
Pickiing and drying of perishable 
fruits or vegetabies,” said David F. 
Houston, Secretary of Agriculture, 
today. “The large number of new 
back-yard gardens which have been 
Planted this year shortly will begin 


to yield their extra harvest of beans, 
peas, carrots, beets, sweet corn and 
tomatoes. The regular supplies also 
will reach the markets and, as hap- 
pens each summer, the local supply 
at times will exceed immediate con- 
sumptive capacity. Not to conserve 
much of this surplusage of valuable 
food would be sinful waste. 


FOOD AND LABOR. 


“The present food and labor situa- 
tions are such that no household is 
justified in looking to others to re- 
lease it wholly from individual re- 
sponsibility and constructive action 
in saving and conserving food. Ali 
any home should expect of others is 
to supply those foods which cannot 
be produced effectively by its own 
members. The railroads will be bur- 
dened with the transportation of sta- 
pie foods and civil and military nec- 
essaries from localities of production 
and manufacture to districts inca- 
pable of supplying their own needa. 
Tt follows that all locally-produced 
foods, conserved by home methods, 
lessen the winter preseure on trane- 


similar products of factories for oth- 
er purposes. 

“Il urge every household, there- 
fore, to can all surplue perishable 
products for which they have con- 
tainers and to dry and keep in paper 
any additional surplus suitable for 
such preservation. — 

: LITTLE EQUIPMENT. 
“Canning callie for no specia! skill 
and for lttle equipment beyond a 
wash boiler and jars. Fresh prod- 
vets, cleanliness and heat are the 
chief requirements, as even sugar is 
not essential for cannine fruits un- 
der modern procedure. Fruits and 
vegetables, moreover, can be dried 
efficientivy in the sun, over a range 
or gas stove, or before an electric 
fan. Home-made shallow trays 6f 
wood or heavy wire screen are the 
chief equipment required. Drying is 
a time-tried home industry; con- 
vervation of food bw drving is large- 
ly a matter of restoring to the 
home great-crandmother’s method 
of seeing that her family had good 
food tn winter as a relief from a 
monotonous diet of root vegetables. 
Canning and drying can be practiced 
as effectively tn a city house or 
apartment az on a farm or in * 
suburban dwelling.

ry y HILE Uncle Sam is not say- 
ing for publication just what 

he is going to do to properly 

train the soldiers who wf] soon go 
to France, a criterion is furnished 
by the remarkable course of instruc- 
tien the British authorities now 
deem necessary before the fighting 
man shall actually enter the fray. 
There is no doubt some of this prac- 
tice will be given American troops, 
for what the British have found 
necessary is equally necessary for 
other participants in modern trench 
warfare. Whether this special in- 
struction is given tn America or 
France, the thousands of men in the 


regular army and the National 
Guard and to be drafted into the 
new war army will certainly experi- 
ence it, military men say. 

Over in England the raw men are 
trained first in camps at home. 


Then, when they are reafly for the 
post-graduate course, they are sent 
to huge base camps in France. Al- 
ready they are efficient soldiers in 
the ordinary acceptance of the term, 
but they must be prepared for the 
specialized warfare the present con- 
flict has developed. They must be 
trench wise and must understand 
the handling of those most treacher- 
ous of weapons, hand grenades— 
enormously dangerous to friend and 
foe alike. They must use their bay- 
onets with skill, must be hardened 
to the crash of constant artillery 
fire, must be handy at intrenching 
and erecting and breaking through 
entanglements, must know how to 
take advantage of shell craters, must 
be practiced tn the use of the gas 
mask and in holding out against the 
pain of tear-producing fumes.

Than Ever Before —Thirty-five Thousand Cars 
of Oranges Sent East— Acreage Huge. 


OUTHERN CALIFORNIA'S 
$100,000,000 harvest of this! 
year’s crops is already well on 
way to completion. Increased 
improved value of agri- 
cultural and horticultural products 
and a great demand from all parts 
of the United Sttaes will net the

In addition to these vegetables. 
lasparagus, new beans, peppers of 
several varieties, spinach, peas and 
similar products have gone out in 
car lots and are still going. There 
have been perhaps 1000 cars of 
these miscellaneous garden products 
already sent East. The total value 
of all of these crops, according to 
a congervative estimate, exceeds 


seven southern counties of the State 


and last year set a new mark! 

Up to the present time the great 
bulk of shipments has consisted of 
vegetables, some fruits of a decidu- 
ous character and the orange and 
lemon crop. Never did old King 
Midas picture the wealth which hae 
been pouring from all parts of the 
nation into the money bags of thie 
region. War has proven an added 
incentive for crop development, and 
has called for prices, the like of 
which Southern California growers 
had never dreamed. 

This increase in values of agr'i- 
cultural products will bring the net 
earnings of our ranches, packers 
and shippers far in excess of those 
of any year in history. 

While the harvest of several prod- 
ucts is only beginning, many others 


the latter are the majority of vese« 
tables, as well ae the citrus fruits. 
Reports on these have been obtained 
from the Southern Pacific, Santa Fe 
and Salt Lake freight departments. 
from the California Fruit Grower’ 
Exchange, the California Vegetable 
Union, the Pacific Fruit Bxpress, 
the Associated Jobbers, Chamber of 
Commerce and other reliable sources 
of information.

Committee Plans to Put Food Crops on Every Foot of 
Fifteen Thousand Acres Still Vacant in the Old City, 
and to Mobilize an Army of Labor to Do the Job. 
Probramme of Preparation. 


vation 15,000 more acres of 

land within the old city limits 
of Los Angeles, by organizing and 
directing the labor of 200,000 per- 
‘sons, have been formed by the Home 
Garden Committee and were yester- 
day submitted in a letter to the 
Realty Board to enlist its co-opera- 
tion. The letter was written by 
Luther G. Brown, chairman of the 
Home Garden Committee, who points 
out the enormous gain in food pro- 
duction that is contemplated and de- 
clares lasting benefits wil] be reaped 
in teaching thrift and economy, cut- 
ting the cost of livi and improv- 
ing the physical condition of the gar- 
deners. 

The programme is designed to be 
put into execution the eOming au- 
tumn and winter. Mr. Brown says 
there are now $0,000 home gardens 
in Los Angeles producing foodstuffs 
valued at probably $2,000,000. But 
16,000 acres within the old city 
limits still remain vacant, and it is 
planned to soon have food crops 
growing on every foot of this space. 

PROPOSALS TO OWNERS. 

It is proposed to ask the Owners 
of vacant lands to co-operate as fol- 
lows: 

First—To have the necessary wa- 
ter connections made to irrigate 
their lands: this will be a permanent 
benefit to the property. 

Second—To plow and harrow the 
land and put it into proper shape 
for planting. 

Third—tTo either plant the ground 
themselves or to hire somone to do 
it, or to place the land with water 
connection and plowing at the a 
posal of the Home Garden Commit- 
tee, rent free, and the Home Gar-

ORGANIZATION PLAN, 


Mr. Brown gives an outline of a

This plan contemplates not only 
the cultivation of individual) tracts 
by individual growers, but also the 
working of larger tracts by com- 
munities or clubs, the community 
garden offering a special advantage 
in the way of co-operation, ease of 
giving instruction to a number per 
day in the field, etc.

MONEY LO88 A PROBLEM. 


Because of upset market condi- 
tiens, it is impossiDle to compute the 
loses tn the terme of dollars with 
any degree of fairness. Experts say, 
however,. that In terms of carloads, 
the citrus fruit loss is about as fol- 
lows: Twelve thousand to 14,000 
cars navels that wete to have ma- 
tured next winter; 3000 to 3000 cars 
of Valencias that were to have ma- 
tured next summer; 3000 to 4000 
cars lemons of this summer's and 
fall's crop. 

So far as lemons are concerned, 
the conditions are made less oner- 
ous by the fact that there is now 
a total of about 1500 carloads of this 
fruit in dry storage in Southern €al- 
ifornia, which, addea@ to shipments 
to date this year, makes the output 
of lemons already more than the 
total of shipments last year. Thus, 


it is pointed out, the lemon growers 
have merely lost their “excess 
profits.” 


REPORT FROM POMONA. 

In the Pomona Valley district the 
growers report they have lost in 
Places from 75 to as high as 90 per 
cent. of next year’s navel orange 
crop, through the dropping of young 
fruit. The bloom was late, because 
of a cool spring, and young fruit 
was literally baked on the trees. 

In the same region walnuts were 
sunburned, with a loss, the growers 
estimate, at from 10 to 26 per cent. 
The damage is very “spotted,” none 
at all appearing in some groves, The 
effect will not be serious, the grow- 
ers say, as a husky, profitable crop 
will still mature in this district. 

Ripe lemons in the Pomona Val- 
ley were practically all lost, and 
some green fruit developed an acid 
condition and burst open, though 
the drop was small. 

Navel orange growers hope the 
off-bloom fruit will set heavily this 
year, and represent some salvage. 
Tt ie aaia that once or twice some 
real money hae been realised from 
these off-bloom oranges—the prod- 
vet from bloom that 
throughout the year. it is 
now estimated that with a 20 per 
cent. crop of navels, $500,000 to 
$700,000 will be realised by the 
growers, and this estimate may be 
raised $155,000 or more if the off- 
bloom yield is large or prices un- 
usually high. 

Tt is stated that where navele, Va- 
lencias and Mediterranean sweets 
were growing on the same trees, the 
drop of the last two varieties was 
small.

NEW HOMESITE. 


The same eite has been selected 
for the new residence that will re- 
place that Dburned down fourteen 
years ago. But the home will now 
be on the summit instead of the 
base .of the hill. which is easy of 
access by -automebdile, but was dif- 
ficult to climb in the days of horse 
and carriage. The hill is 150 feet 
in elevation, about fifteen acres in 
area and has a flat top containing 
about three and a half acres. It 
commands a magnificent view of 
mountain, valley, beach and sea.

“We like to see them,” Mrs. 
Rindge says. “There is feed enough 
for our herds and for the deer and 
quail, also. Sometimes we find deer 
right in with our herds, grazing with 
them. These creatures become 
quite tame when protected and we 
propose to see that they are pro- 
tected.” 

It is this policy that makes the 
rancho really a great game preserve. 
Tt ig rugged to a degree, in parts— 
the natural haunt of the deer and 
quall and other game. And all ob- 
servers find these creatures soon 
learn to know those places where 
rifies and shotguns are taboo. 

The ranch, however. is not. al! 
range and wildwood. There is ex-

Mra. Rindge’s time, however. The 
Rindge Land and Navigation Com- 
pany at Stockton ie iteelf a large 
enterprise, consisting of 22,500 acres 
of peat soil, producing many hun- 
dreds of thousands of sacks of pota- 
toes, beans, onions and many other 
products for which this soil is es 
pecially adapted. 

The Artesian Water Company, 
which lies just west of the West 
Adame district, is tn truck gardens 
which are so well kept that they 
form a beautiful setting for this 
choice residence district. 

These are among the things that 
have helped keep Mrs. Rindge at 
her desk in the lofty downtown office

“Don't try to be a hero,” wrote 
Gen. R. E. Lee to his own son, who 
enlisted as a private in his father's 
army. 

Just plain, solid soldiering -that 
stuck to its job as ordered was the 
thing Gen. Lee wished his son to 
adopt. That's the thing that wins 
pare. by exhausting the other fal- 
ow.

FORMULATED. 


Performances Scheduled, 
Pablic and Actors to Unite in 
Swelling War Relief Fund—Com- 
mittees Organizing in All Sections 
of Country.

LIMIT OF LAW 
FOR SLACKERS. 


Two Sentenced Who Gloried 
in Unpatriotic Stand. 


One Year in the County Jail 
is Their Portion. 


‘ 


They Also will be Registered 
by the Authorities. 


Jesus Rincon and Paul Gerlach, 
two slackers, who gloried in the 
stand they had taken against the 
government and showed no signs of 
contrition, were given the limit of 
the law, a year in the County Jail, 
by Federal Judge B. F. Bledsoe, yes- 
terday. 

Both pleaded guilty, said they had 
no lawyer, did not need one and 
were ready for the sentence of the 
court. Rincon said through an in- 
terpreter that he did not want to go 
to war, that he owed nothing to the 
country. and that he would not 
register. Gerlach said he did not 
Want to be a murderer. that he 
would refuse to take up arms, and 
all he wanted was to be let alone. 

“Well,” said the court, “we will 
let you ajone—for a year—in the 
County Jail.” 

The order of the court also pro- 
vided that both men should be regis- 
tered by the proper authorities, and 
if they are drawn in the draft they 
wlll have to take their chance of go- 
ing to the front whether they want 
to or not. 

The coming week's drive among 
the slackers is likely to produce some 
new material to face the courts. 
Astistant United States District At- 
torney Gordon Lawson has turned 
over to the United States Marshal's 
office, a list of about a dozen names 
of yourg men Who are reported to 
have evaded the registration law. 
The men will be summoned to the 
Federal Building and given an on- 
portunity to explain. 

During the past week a number of 
alleged slackers were thus sum- 
moned, but they had either regis- 
tered or were beyond the age limit. 
There are some indications that well- 
meaning people have turned in 
names of young men who have com- 
plied with the requirements of the 
national enactment. and that a few 
words of iraquiry would have estab- 
lighed that fact. 


MILITARY INSIGNIA. 


How Rank of Army Officers may be 
Distinguished. 
[Washington Star:] Now that all 
the officers and enlisted men of the 
army are clad alike in field dress of 
khaki or olive drab, and because of 
the inconspicucusness of the offi- 


cial insignia, it is dificult for the 
average citizen observer to distin- 
guish between an officer and @ pri- 
Vate, or, unless up in military lore, 
to tell the rank or the arm of the 
service to which an officer or a pri- 
vate belongs. The general similarity 
of uniform is designed to make the 
commissioned personnel less con- 
spicuous to the enemy. On a close 
view, however, it is an easy matter 
for the initiated to draw the proper 
-distinctions. 

in all branches of the service, in- 
fantry, cavalry and artillery, the 
same symbols of insignia of rank 
are used. The corporal, at the bot- 
tom of the scale of officers, is dis- 
tinguished from the private by thé 
chevron, consisting of two bafs on 
the right sleeve. in the case of the 
eargeant, next higher in rank, the 
chevron is of three inverted V- 
shaped bare. All enlisted men, in- 
cluding these noncommissioned offi- 
cers, wear on one side of their coats 
or blouses a bronze butten with the 
number of their organization, and, 
in relief, crossed rifles for the in- 
fantry, crossed gabers for the cavalry 
and crossed cannon for the artil- 
lery. Coast and field artillerymen 
may be distinguished by the fact 
that in case of the former in addi- 
tion to the cannon there is a shell 
at point of the intersection of the 
cannon. 

The second lieutenant, lowest in 
rank of the commissioned officers, 
may be distinguished from the en- 
listed man Gespite the fact that he 
wears no jnsignia on his shoulder 
straps, by the gold marking on his 
collar. at symbol, as in the case 
of the enlisted men, is of crossed 
rifles, sabers or cannon, according 
to the branch of service, and is worn 
by all regimental officers. On the 
other side of the collar are the let- 
ters “U. 8.” in gold. Infantry offi- 
cers may be distintuished from the 
enlisted men by the fact that the 
latter wear canvas leggins, while the 
officers have tan leather leggins. 

First lieutenants have a silver bar 
on their shoulder stra while cap- 
tains have two bafs. the field 
officers the major wears a gold leaf, 
the lieutenant-colonel a silver leaf 
and the colone! a silver spread eagie. 
The brigadier-genera! has one silver 
star and the major-general, the high- 
est rank in our army at present, has 
two stiver stars. 

The cam paign hats — broad- 
brimmed felt hate—afford another 
clew to the arm to which the wearer 
belongs. The hate of all enlisted 
men are alike, but the hat cord 
around the crown reveals by its col- 
or the branch of the service to which 
the man belongs. A blue cord sig- 
nifies infantry, a yellow cord cavalry 
and a@ red cord artillery, either coast 
or field. The men of the Quarter+ 
master Corps have buff, the Engineer 
Corps red and white, the Signal 
Corps orange and white and the 
Hospital Corpse maroon and white 
hat cords. Officers of all branches 
wear gold and black hat cords, the 
insignia on thelr shoulder straps be- 
ing the only indication of their rank.

How the King Signs Laws. 

[Pearson's Weekly:] Modt people 
will tell you that the King must 
sign every act of Parliament before 
it becomes law. It will astonish 
these people to Know that acts of 
Parliament are never signed by King 
George. When Parliament passes an 
act, as, for example, the recent mill- 
tary service act, which conscripted 
all the single men, a copy on vellum 
is placed in safe custody in the 
House of Lords and indorsed by the 
clerk of Parliament. If the act is 
one concerning money, as, for in- 
stance, the budget, the vellum copy 
is also indorsed by the Speaker. How 
does the King give his consent to an 
act of Parliament? Well, he gives it 
by what ie known as a royal com- 
mission. All the various acts that 
are passed at about the same time 
are named in this commission. and 
the King signs this. The King must 
actually sign this commission, but 
should he be, for any reason, not 
able to do #0, the royal signature 
may be specially stamped upon the 
paper. But, according to the law. 
this stamp can only be used “in His 
Majesty's presence and by His 
Majesty's command, given by word 
of mouth.” A stamp of the King’s 
sifnature is always kept ready for 
this purpose.

WILLIAM FOX SAYS THE WORLD 
GIVES THEM FIRST AWARD, 


By Grace Kingsicy. 

Following his return to New York 
from the Hollywood studio, William 
Fox has announced plans for an 
auspicious twelve months of motion 
pictures, beginning next September. 

“It is recognized in every foreign 
country that American films excel, 
and have a world-wide appeal in 
theme, action and story,” said 
Mr. Fox in his  announce- 
ment. ‘The American producers com- 
peting with the best brains of 
France, Italy and other European 
countries, as well as the wonderful 
foreign scenic locations, have yet 
defied all foreign competition. 

“The war conditions have not per- 
mitted the producers abroad to 
Stage as elaborately and expensively 
as we are doing in this country, but 
I believe that the great imagina- 
tion, biggest themes and most elab- 
orate cinema creations will continue 
to be mounted by American produc- 
ers for the future. 

“For the season 1917-18 I will 
present Annette Kellermann in a 
new sub-sea picture of which George 
Bronson Howard is the author. The 
director is John G. Adolfi. Scenes at 
the bottom of the ocean by means 
of a patented submarine apparatus 
will be a feature of the production. 
The assistance of the Smithsonian 
Institution of Washington and the 
British Museum are acknowledged 
in connection with Miss Keller- 
mann’s new film, also the co-opera- 
tion of the United States Fisheries 
Commission. This picture is yet un- 
named, but it will be more elaborate 
though totally different in story and 
action from “A Daughter of the 
Gods.” It will be shown in New 
York this fall. 

“Miss Theda Bara will make her 
initial appearance on Broadway in 
a picture version of “Cleopatra.” 
Thig production is being elaborately 
staged at the Hollywood studio, and 
no pains are being spared to make 
it the most important photoplay in 
which Miss Bara has ever ap- 
peared. Thorough historical research 
has been made to secure a perfect 
picture from an archeological stand- 
point, while the incidents are gath- 
ered from Shakespeare's and Sar- 
dou's plays, and from Haggard's 
novel. 

“In response to a general demand 
throughout the country from wom- 
en's clubs, editors, educators and 
others interested in the welfare of 
the young, I have staged a series of 
children’s fairy tales. The first, ‘Jack 
and the Beanstalk’ will be shown at 
a New York Broadway theater not 
later than September. In the chil- 
dren's pictures all parts will be en- 
acted by juvenile artists selected 
with great care, and the plays are 
intended for young and old. ‘Alad- 
din and the Wonderful Lamp.’ from 
the ‘Arabian Nights," Stevenson's 
‘Treasure Island,” and “Babes in the 
Woods’ are among the children's 
pictures already staged: 

“William Farnum will appear in 
"The Conqueror,’ which is the life 
story of Sam Houston, and depicts 
the early political life of the State 
of Texas. I believe this play will 
point the way to educational film- 
ing of American history. Mr. Far- 
num will also appear in “When a 
Man Sees Red,’ by Larry Evans, and 
"The Doctor,’ by Ralph Connor. 

“Dustin Farnum, who has been 
absent from the screen, as well as 
from the speaking stage, for the last 
ten months, will be seen in ‘The 
Scarlet Pimpernel,’ Baroness 
Orezy: ‘Durand of the Bad Lands,’ 
by Maibelle Heikes Justice; ‘North 
of 63. by Bertrand Sinclair, and 
‘The Spy,’ by George Bronson How- 
ard. R. A. Walsh has written and 
staged a remarkable American 
story, “The Innocent Sinner,’ with 
Miriam Cooper as the star. 

“"The Honor System,’ by Henry 
Christeen Warnack, will be shown 
throughout the United States in 
September. 

“Among the authors whose works 
T will produce during the coming 
fall are George Scarborough, Larry 
Evans, Randolph Lewis, Adrian 
Johnson, George Bronson Howard, 
MoeGrew Willis and upert 
Hughes. During the coming season 
in new films there will appear un- 
der my direction, Virginia Pearson, 
George Walsh Gladys Brockwell, 
Jane and Katherine Lee. Miriam 
Cooper, Valeska Suratt, June Ca- 
price and others.” 

Mr. Fox has completed arrange- 
mente with the British and French 
war offices, as well as the British 
Admiralty, for showing films to sol- 
diers and sailors in the European 
war zones.

THEY CAN TEACH ELDERS LES- 
SONS IN TECHNIQUE. 


These Infant Wonders Haven't 
Hurt a Foot of Film Since Baby 
Jane Started to Toddle—Neces- 
sity for Rehearsals is Done Away 
with in Their Case. 


There is not a star or player on 
the screen as thorough a master of 
the technique of the silent drama 
as Jane and Katherine Lee, William 
Fox's baby actresses, who are now 
making their first appearance as 
Stars in “Two Little Imps,” which 
will start a week's engagement at 
Miller’s Theater today.

OT since the burning days of 
the sixties have the American 
churches known such a Fourth 
of July as the present. They may 
now fairly be said to be alert to the 
Present nationa! situation. It is a 
condition, and not a theory, which 
confronts them. So the muddled 
minds of a few months since, with 
their toying with pacifist theories, 
bave given way to a clear-cut ac- 
ceptance of the duty of helping to 

| arouse the nation to the character of 
the present crisis. 

If evidence be needed of the tense 
loyalty and effectiveness of the 
churches, it is to be found in the 
sermons that are preached week 
after week, all tinged with the pres- 
ent conditions; in the patriotic 
hymns which are sung at every serv- 
ice by many churches; in the flags 
which are almost universally dis- 

layed in church auditoriums; and 

the special war work of the con- 
gregations themselves and of their 
subsidary organizations. 

This new state of mind is well 
illustrated by the action of a Penn- 
syivania Christian Endeavor Union 
which, at its recent meefing called 
upon the societies to report their 
membership and other figures, and 
also to give as part of their official 
report, which would help determine 
their rating in the union, the num- 
ber of their young men mem 
who have enlisted. The society 
which had sent the largest group of 
its boys into the uniform of the na- 
tion was roundly applauded by the 
congregation precent. 

HONOR ROLLS. 

Following the fashion of Canadian 
and British churches, many con- 
gregations are establishing, in plain 
view of the worshipers, “honor 

their members who are 

in the nation’s service. It 
is made a distinction for a man to 
serve the flag. All such are re- 
membered in the public prayers of 
the pastor and they are carried on 
the rolls of the organizations to 
which they belong. Letters and 
supplies are regularly sent to the 

men in the service. Thus the liv- 

ing touch between the church at 

home and its representatives in the 
army and navy is maintained. 

Even in the sixties, the churches 
aid not go to the lengths that they 
have now adopted in stirring up all | 
forms of patriotism. It is a com- 
mon thing to hear preachers setting 
forth the claims of garden patriotism 
upon their members and rallying 
them to relieve the food situation. 
At a conference of church workers 
it was frankly declared that the

Placed upon the pastors of rural 
churches in setting their members 
to meet the food exigencies of the 
summer. Ten thousand units of the 
Red Cross are being organized in 
the Protestant churches of America, 


under the leadership of the Federal |The American 


Council of Churches. Even further 
hundreds of pastors have gone in 
pleading from the pulpit that their 
members should buy Liberty bonds, 
as a proof of patriotism and as a 
service to the cause of righteousness 


‘to which the nation has committed 


itself. Since the declaration of war 
the ministry generally has found its 
voice and its feet, and its feet can 
act in no uncertain fashion. 
LEADERS GOING ABROAD. 
Practically every passenger ship 
that nowadays sails on either ocean, 
from an American port, carries 
workers for the Christian Associa- 
tlen service abroad. An unexpected 
phase of this has been the fact that 
some of the best-known leaders in 
American Protestantism, both lay- 
men and ministers, have volunteered 
for this service. Clergymen them- 
selves in great numbers have gone 
inte the same work. Canada has 
already set the example in this re- 
spect. The Y.M.C.A. men are do- 
ing Christian service for the troops 
and the prisoners not only in 
France, but also in Russia and 
Mesopotamia and Sues. 

In all her history, the American 
church has never manifested such 
solicittude for the religious welfare 
of men. By the eariy action of the 
leaders, and by the widespread pub- 
lieity of the case, churches have 
aroused themselves to save the en- 
listed boys from the moral] evils of 
war. No soldiers ever donned uni- 
forms with so many efficient 
agencies looking out for their higher 
welfare. It is this concern for the 
boys that has put such a stimulus 
behind the movement for a complete 
national prohibition of the liquor 
business. The church seems will- 
ing to go the limit now to drive out 
booze completely. The call to the 
colors is the last act needed to stiff- 
en up the fight for the consumma- 
tion of the long temperance crusade. 
MOBILIZING FOR MORALITY. 

When an emergency meeting of 
the Federal Counc!) of Churches was 
recently called at Washington for 
the express purpose of considering 
the moral and religious aspects of 
the war, many of the strongest men 
in American Protestantism rallied to 
the occasion. The whole field was 
surveyed, in statesmaniike fashion, 
and great purposes were 
avowed and detailed matters con- 


sidered. Such apparently non- 
religious matters as food supply 
were closely attended to. The 


number, for both army and navy, 
was taken up systematically, and the 
churches made themselves respon- 
sible for the securing of picked men 
for this difficult and important work. 
Young Men's Christian Association 
tents or huts will be provided for 
every brigade that is enlisted or 
sent into service. A tund of three 
million dollars is being raised for 
this purpose and the money is al- 
ready coming in generously. In 
Britain the Y.M.C.A. has won new 
place and prestige entirely by its 
work for the soldiers.% 
BIBLES FOR BOYS.

Bible Society an- 
nounces that it has prepared khaki- 
bound Testaments which it sells at 
cost to churches that wish to tae | 
outgoing soldiers and sallors. t 
also selis for 6 cents a copy a New 
Testament bound in imitation khaki 
which actually costs 10 cents for each 
produced. Each residential chaplain 
will be given a Bible for official use 
in public worship and he will also 
distribute gratis to soldiers tiny 
pocket volumes in which the Psalms, 
Proverbs and the Gospel of John 
are bound together. 

The Pocket Testament CLeagte, 
which alms to give every enlisted 
man a copy of the New Testament, 
if he agrees to read it every day and 
to carry it constantly with him, is 
also having immense vogue itn both 
this country and Great Britain. The 
Soripture Gift Mission of Lendon is 
doing the same kind of service. So 
ft fe not likely that any soldier or 
sallor need go into service without 
the consolations of Scripture. 

FADDISM IN FAITH. 


Meanwhile, all the sects that deal 
in prophecy and that are arrayed 
against the conventional churches, 
both Protestant and Catholic, are 
having the time of their young lives. 
The heightened religious interest of 
the public gives them an opportu- 
nity to set forth their peculiar gen- 
lus; Apparently this ts especially 
true tn Great Britain, where, the 
Christian Commonwealth declares, 
all sorts of fads and fancies find 
adherence, while mediums, healers, 
and devisers of new faiths are reap- 
ing a rich harvest. 

“Young officers dash round to 
know what ts the proper answer to 
Mrs. Besant. Bewtldered mothers 
phone for tracts, and startled clerics 
dive into  dictionarfes of heretical 
sects. Over us all there is this 
pressure of diseased beliefs, taint- 
ing and unbalanciag, and turning 
aside silly souls. There are sints- 
ter and evil agents at large doing 
their devilish work. 

“We are still moving in the same 
incredibly silly atmosphere ar that 
which the apostie describes to his 
young disciples; there are the same 
stupid patches of opinions as those 
against which Paul utters his warn- 
ing. Not a word need The 
dislike of sound doctrine: ttching 
ears, and teachers after the desires 
of our own hearts: fables and bab- 
blings, and tattlings: those who 
creep into mansions and take cap- 
tive silly women ever learning and 


never arriving at the truth. All 
this is amazingly 
date; it all stands. So, too, the 
apostie’s remarks on the vain talk- 
ers and frauds overthrowing whole 
families and teaching evil things for 
the sake of filthy lucre. Now, as 
then, the mouths of such need te be 
stopped—-for we are back in the 
same ugly underworld of unhealthy 
influences. Anything odd, prepos- 
terous, novel, gains its audience. 
Each one has a seance, a sophy, and 
an ism of his own. The medium 
never had such « harvest before.

Cheap workmanship, 
highly veneered, is epitomized in cur- 
rent fiction and the preeminent 
literary artisan is E. Phillips Oppen- 
helm, who has outwritten our own 
Robert W. Chambers, and even of 
late has begun to grow a little 
sexual, seeming to discover that Mr.

But a fine feature of Mrs. Bryant's 
writing is her modernity. She is not 
afraid to mention, and t commend, 
the living artists.

This is but one of many quota- 
tions with which Dr. Robert W. Mac 
Kenna has ornamented his medita- 
tions and reassuring conclusions op 
the inevitable adventure, Death. His 
is a book of supreme dignity and 
excellent moderation — moderation 
that evades the antagonism of skep 
ties, that suggests rather than de- 


clares, and yet offers to the intellect | 


much the same consolation which 
materialists aver belongs entirely to 
the emotion and has not so much as 
a pin’s point of logic to rest upon. 

He begins by pointing out that “In 
the midst of life we are in death,” 
and remarks that: “It has been es- 
timated that, in this world of ours, 
fifty-seven human beings die every 
minute of the day; and in addition 
there is an immense and incalcu- 
lable mortality among all living crea- 
tures, insects, birds and animals of 
every kind, besides plants and flow- 
ers. So that, though the fact rare 
ly impinges upon our consciousness, 
we are every moment of our lives 
living in the valley of the shadow of 
death. And yet we find the world 
a very pleasant place to live in. 

“When Claude Bernard sald, ‘La 
vie c'est la mort,’ he enunciated a 
great physiological truth, for every 
act of life is, in essence, an act of 
death. Every burning word “that 
leaps from a poet's brain on to the 
virgin page has come from cel] that 
in the throes of birth has given up 
some part of its vital force. Every 
gesture with which an orator sways 
a multitude is accompanied by the 
death of some cell or other in his 
body. . Each of us carries 
within him from the moment of his 
birth the subtle and malign mechan- 
iam that, if he escapes disease or an 
accident, will bring about his death. 
It is an elementary fact of bac- 
terlology that many, if not all, 
micro-organisms produce .as a by- 
product of their growth sYbstances 
which are capable of destroying 
them. And death from old 
age means simply the gradual pois- 
oning of every cell in the body by 
long continued exposure to the toxic 
substances that are produced within 
us by every act of life. In youth, 
and in the prime of manhood, these 
poisons are efficiently eliminated, 
and the body cells have a remark- 
able capacity for repair. But as the 
years pass on elimination becomes 
less and less effective, for the or- 
gans chiefly concerned with that 
function begin to succumb to the 
fAfiuence of the poisons they are 
called upon to discharge, and the re- 
tention of these toxic substances 
produces degenerative changes in 
every organ of the body till the or- 
gans can no longer perform their 
functions properly and the process 
culminates in death.” 

Concerning the fear of death, Dr. 
MacKenna eays: “It is a remark- 
able fact, which Metchnikoff (de- 
scribes as one of the disharmonies 
of life, that, as we rise in the anl- 
mal world, the aversion to and fear 
of death tacreases.” Out of wide 
medical experience, much question- 
ing of those who have passed into 
the unconsciousness that borders 
closely onto the end of life, and in- 
quiry among other investigators, he 
reaches the conclusion that the act 
of death is painless and that it 
comes as a relief to the agony which 
sometimes precedes it. What is 
called the “fear” of death is, he 
thinks, too often identified with the 
hungriness for life and anxiety for 
the safety of those beloved. Among 
soldiers back from the charges and 
dangers of the war he has made ex- 
haustive inquiries and found that 
while any number readily admit 
such apprehension while waiting for 
dangerous work to begin, yet once 
the charge is on and the danger be- 
comes real, none f or even 
thought of death. 

Dr. MacKenna suggests that it Is 
really death which makes life 
and quotes Browning's 

nes: 

“You meyer know what life means 
Even throughout life, ‘tis death that 
makes life live, 

Gives it whatever the significance,”

Death has rapidly suppressed the 
atypical, the weaklings, and those 
not qualified for survival; the 
‘fittest’ have been spared the long- 
est, and whatever, physical, or 
mental, or moral quality has had 
value, has tended to persist.” 

After laying this groundwork of 
speculation, Dr. MacKenna lifts into 
place the superstructure of his book 
and reveals his belief not only fn 
immortality, but In the continuance 
of personality. To him the inevitable 
process with which life moves to 
death is too orderly for death to be 
oblivion instead of a radical] change 
—like birth—into another condition 
ef consciousness. The vibrant en- 
ergy of the mind fs not, he believes, 
a mere chemical change of the 
brain cells; but the brain cells 
are the instruments through which 
thought functions — and thought, 
mind, reason, or whatever anyone 
chooses to call it, is itself an indis- 
soluble, indestructible force that 
persists when the body perishes. 
Man knows, if he knows J 
that Natures wastes nothing, Dr. 
MacKenna ‘insists; and the whole 
treasury of experience gathered by 
the mind through life would be 
wasted if consciousness did not sur- 
vive when the earthy vestments 
fall inte disuse,

“No series of events in the history 
of Southern California is more inter- 
esting or more dramatic than the 
creation of the beautiful and fertile 
oasis of Imperial Valley in the arid 
desert basin of the Salton Sink; the 


y transformation of this cultt- 


vated valley into a great inland sea 
by the furious inpour of a runaway 
river, the barring out of the flood 
by the courage and energy of a sin- 
gle man and the final development 
of the valley inte one of the richest 
agricultural areas in the world.” 

This the opening paragraph of 
George Kennan’s “The Salton Sea: 
An Account of Harriman’s Fight 
with the Colorado River,” indicates 
the nature of the unusual story 
which he has to tell in that new 
book, It ig a story of big dramatic 
moments and one which celebrates 
a deed of large and lasting benefits 
to the people of this country. 

The nature of Mr. Kennan’s nar

But 
at the bottom of his work, all the 
same, is not theology, not conversion, 
not faith in Jesus, not acceptance of 
the crosa but, mirabile dictu! the 
moral life. The one thing that “Billy” 
Sun@ay seems to be genuinely inter- 
ested in, ig getting people to be de- 
cent. What he really cares about is 
to get people to be moral—to be good 
parents to their children, to be hon- 
est citizens in the community, to be 
clean in their personal life, to stop 
drinking, to avoid sensuality, to “cut 
out” frivolity, pleasure-seeking, and 
selfish indulgence, to pay their bills, 
to care for their homes, to destroy 


town, to be decent generally. All of 
which means that the Rev. “Billy” 


thinks he is. If “Billy” Sunday is 
the most brilliant kind of witness to 
this second characteristic of the new 
religion, he must be described, on 
the other hand, as the poorest kind 
of representative of a third charac- 
teristic. The new religion will be 
strictly ethical and not theological 
in character; but it will emphasize a 
type of moral life which has never 
played any great part in the history 
of traditional Christianity. I refer 
to the fact that the religion of to- 
morrow is going to be a religion of 


morality. In the old all stress 
was laid upon the individual as such. 
“Each man for himself, and the devil 
take the hindmost,” this was the 
great axiom of life. In this regard

RESIDENTS IN PEKING ADOPT 
PATRIOTIC RESOLUTION. 


Minister at Banquet Declares 
that United States did not Offer 
ite Services Until it Became Ap- 
parent that the Peace of the En- 
tire World was Threatened. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PEKING, May 10.— More than 
600 American citizens gathered at 
the American Legation following 
the announcement that America had 
declared war against Germany, and 
adopted the following resolution: 

“We, the undersigned Americans 
resident in Peking, China, wish to 
convey to the President and govern- 


ignent of the country a pledge of 


loyalty and to offer our services un- 
reservedly to the great cause of the 
rights of nations.” 

The Amerteans assembled at the 
invitation of Lieut.-Col. W. C. Ne- 
ville of the United States Marine 
Corps at & mess dinner in the Amer- 
ican barracks, which was attended 
by Dr. Paul 8. Reinach, the Ameri- 
can Minister, and all official Amer- 
icans In Peking as well as prom- 
inent civilians, 

At the conclusion of the dinner 
the American Minister delivered a 
brief address, in which he empha- 
sized the statement that the United 
States did not declare war until it 
became apparent that German poll- 
cy threatened the peace and securi- 
ty of every nation on earth He 
spoke also of the change which had 
come over Russia, and said that the 
present war had sounded the doom 
of all tyrannical government, and 
could not end until Germany had 
freed herself from the evil system 
which was once belleved to be firm- 
ly entrenched in that unhappy 
country. 


M’ELROY’S STATEMENT. 


Dr. Robert McNutt McElroy, who 
was professor of history at Prince- 
ton University, and is tn China thie 
year as exchange lecturer, spoke on 
“What We are Fighting For.” Dr. 
McElroy said: 

“Our arfcestors fought for the 
ricghts of men and secured them to 
us. We are fighting for the rights 
of nations to secure them to our 
remotest descendasts. Our a 
tore fought and crushed the theory 
of the superman. We are fighting 
the theory of supernation, the theory 
that there fs given to the strong. na- 
tion a divine right to trample upon 
the weak nation. 

“Our ancestors, by determined ef- 
fort, cleared the king's highways of 
robbers by giving to the weakest 
and poorest the majestic protection 
of a law sustained by force. We are 
called upon to clear the great in- 
ternational highway of robbers and 
to put force behind the world law 
that henceforth no powerful nation 
may carry away a weaker nation in- 
to captivity, 

“Our forefathers gave vital force 
to law among individuals. We are 
called upon to eive vital force to 
law among nations. It is in this cause 
that the nation of many races has 
risen to do battle with the enemy 
of ‘the rights of nations,” and she 
will see justice satisfied before her 
shining sword again is sheathed in 
its scabbard. 

“And when that sword ie sheathed 
it will be the glory of America to 
have all men know thet no Achan 
hase spoils hidden in his tent; that 
America has poured tn her millions 
and her men freely without hope o 
gain other than that which comes 
from the unfaltering performance 


duty. 


TERRORISM’S SUCCESS, 


“Should Germany win this war, 
nay, should Germany fall to lose it, 
finally and conclusively, the stamp 
of success will be given to terror- 
ier, disregard of treaties and gen- 
eral international dishonor. The 
wars which our children must face 
will be many and of speechless hor- 
ror. She cannot win; but it may be 
given to America to see that she 
loses, absolutely and completely. 

“The triumph of American ideals 
will mean a liberated Germany, and

lutiem throughout the world. Give 
the people of Germany control of 
Germany and the few remaining 
strongholds of absolutism will at 
once become untenable. Unhorse 
Pruesianiem, and we may confiden- 
tially expect to see the new Ger- 
many speedily take her place among 
the peace-loving, honorable nations 
of the world.”

ORANGE-SKIN BOXES. 


Unique Way the Sicilians Make Tit- 
tle Boxes for Pins and Jewelry. 
{Youth's Companion:] In Sicily 

you frequently see neat little circu- 

lar boxes, pale yellow in color, 
painted in heraldic designs and giv- 
ine off the sweet smell of oranges. 


They are used for pins, small jewels 


or collar buttons, and are, in fact, 
orange skins. The process of mak- 
ing them is simple; there is, indeed, 
no reason why American girls should 
not make them as well as the Sicil- 
lanes do. 

Cut a thin-skinned orange or tan- 
gerine in half from its “north pole” 
to ite “south pole” and, carefully 
remove the edible part. Without 
cracking the skin, turn each half in- 
side out. Into one half preas the 
lower part of a small, round paste- 
board or wooden box; into the other 
press the cover. Then. bind the two 
half skins so that they will adhere 
closely to the box. Trim the edges 
with a sharp knife and let the skins 
dry. When they are tough and leath- 
ery paint the cover design in oll.

Machines Travel a Hundred 
Miles an Hour. 


Fly in Fleets Like Squadron 
of Battleships. 


Pilots Never Hesitate Because 


Newly arrived from 
front in France, Flight Lieutenant 
Floyd Faulkner, Royal Flying Corps, 
recently invalided after being slot 
do®n near Abele,

“The machines used on the battle 
front are much in advance of any 
used over here,” 
tleplanes weigh two and a haif tons 
and are driven by two Rolls-Royce 
motors of 250-horse 
They have twin propellers, and can 
make more than 100 miles an hour. 
Thelr motors are water-cooled, UOtn- 
er big ‘planes have 300-horse power 
motors driving one propeller. 

“The smaller machines, which car- 
ry only a pilot, are much faster.

“Tf the little fellows happen to be 
off on a bit of thelr own and the 
battleplane squadron sees enemy 
machines, the pilots fire their alarm 
pistols and call the destroyem, who 
drive off the enemy, 
in much superior force, and then 
there is a fight. 

“Flying at six or seven thousand 
feet, the observation machines ars 
always being ‘archied,” which means 
they are being shot at by every sort 
of gun, even those firing five-pound 
shells. Hits by anti-aircraft guns 
are one of the natura! risks and we 
used to bank back and forth, or zig- 
zag through the air so as to throw 
the gunners off. That does not al- 
ways wark, as I found out when a 
shell carted away one of my aliler- 
ons and I landed in a smash that 
sent mé to the Royal Flying Corps 


“While doing this reconnoissance 
out for Fokkers. You'll see five or 
six black spots up twenty to twenty- 
five thousand feet, and whén they 
get over you they'll suddenly nose- 
dive and drop. These Fokkers drive 
by at a tremendous speed, firing as 
they go, and then they scuttle for 
. The only times the Germans 
fight us in the air is when they have 
forty to fifty aeroplanes to our twen- 
ty or thirty. Then they will stand 
by for a time, but never for long.

He uses wireless, 
clock Morse code,

every movement behind the enemy's 
lines. It has been arranged that if 
they see a large or imagortant move- 
ment, such as as the march of an 
army division or a large section of 
transport, they can give a certain 
signal which will call for help from 
every gun in that section. Where we 
were this meant that 
great guns would 
away in no time. Three hours is the 
flight time for an obdserver—it is 
stand it longer. e machine is al- 
ways being fired at. 

“A third use to which we put our 
machines is night flying, which is 
mostly bomb work. The Germans, for 
some reason or other, do not 
night. Our bombers travel in

and there are few casualties among 
our men. night bombing wags 
ofreed on us’ by the fact that the 
Germans move their troops and 
stores at night. We usually tried to 
destroy some railroad junction of 
station, or a depot where ammuni- 
tion was storel. Zeppelin sheds were 
alsd sought after. The Royal Flying 
Corps has done very efficient work 
in these night raids—engines have 
been blown off the tracks, trains 
wrecked and much other devasta- 
tion accomplished. 

“In speaking of the work dond by 
the men of the Royal Flying Corps, 
it is interesting to know that there 
are pilots at the front who have 
brought down eight or ten German 
machines and yet have never been 
mentioned in dispatches. This is be- 
cause it Is the rule that the ‘ter- 
man machines must ‘all within the 
Allied lines or it is not counted. 
The Germans, on the other hand, 
count every hit and boast about it. 

“The last important work done at 
the front is patrolling. This is done 
by two machines acting together and 
fying at 5000 to 6000 feet. High 
above them, soaring and waiching. 
at about 290, 000 feet, are tome wf the 
little, fast flying machines. These we 
know as ‘strafers,’ and it is their 
object to drop onto any German 
machine that tries to cross over our 
lines. This patrol work, like ail the 
other regular flying, is done without 
regard to weather. Pilots Have gone 
up in a seventy-mile wind, in snow, 
sleet and rain. Nothing stops the 
pilot at the front except death or 
the smash of his machine. 

“Phosphorus bomb raids are very 
popular methods with us for getting 
rid of the ‘sausage’ balloons the Ger- 
mans use for observation. The 
phosphorus bomb is the best thing 
that can be used to ‘strafe’ these 
balloons. We used to wait for dark 
days for this work. Then we'd 
swoop down on the ‘asusages,’ 
which were usually tied at between 
5000 and €000 feet. As we'd drive 
over them we'd pull the lever and 
let a shower of bombs drop. Tf it 
was hit the ‘sausage’ would burst 
into fame and then you'd see a lot 
of fat old Huns drop out of its ob- 
servation car in their parachutes. 

“The ‘sausage’ men hate and fear 
our aeros, and if they hear them 
coming in time their train pulls 
them down. Five or six or even 
morg of the ‘sausages’ are often at- 
tached to the one train and can be 
pulled down together. We used to 
catch them pretty often. It was 
good ‘strafing.’ During the first 
three months of the battle of the 
Somme we got rid of the ‘nausaged 
as fast as they were sent up, and we 
generally had it our own way in the 
alr. The only Germans who ever 
fought us were the large squadrons, 
and they only when they had us out- 
numbered. There at the Somme our 
aeroplapes were used for the first 
time in conjunction with the artil- 
lery and infantry gsttacks. After 
thirty hours of igcessant gunfire, 
which badly battered the German 
trenches, the signal was given and 
squadrons of fifty to 100 aeroplanes 
flew over our lines to the German 
trenches. They flew at 100 to 300 
feet, and each one used its ma- 
chine guns and dropped bombs. 
Following the devastation of the 
guns this raid had a damaging ef- 
fect on the German morale and made 
it possible to recover the territory 
we got back during the early days 
of the battle. 

“Following the agroplanes came 
the infantry. These had their bay- 
onets and bombs and completed the 
work. In some places we broke 
through beyond the German third 
line. fle this aerd-infantry at- 
tack was going on, the guns were 
maintaining their curtain fire in or- 
der to prevent the Germans from 
bringing up reinforcements. 

“In addition to the aviation cen- 
ters In Europe) there are other large. 
allied aerodromes. There is one 
where a great number of machines 
are now kept, near Alexandria, in 
Eavpt. Then a number of French 
and English aviators have gone té 
Rumania and Russta. Some of these 
have made greet filchts in réachine 
their obtectives. They always fly 
fram England or France to their 
posts and have covered distances 
that would be record breaking tf 
kept track of. However. these pilots

[Rochester Post-Express:] It is 
a melancholy fact that tn wartime 
the passion of hatred is exacerbat- 
ead among the people of the coun- 
try which is at war with another. It 
is not the fighters but the noncom- 
batants who assume toward the 
enemy an attitude of vindictiveness 
and intolerance. Popular fury is 
stimulated by chauvinism and by 
the diatribes of the less reasonable 
portion of the press. The tendency 
is to represent the people of the 
hostile country as monsters of in- 
iquity. Even their history is dis- 
torted for the purpose of creating 
factitious sentiment, and their en- 
thusiasm for their own nation is 
treated as a pitiable craze. 

The mutual recriminations of 
countries when they are at War are 
never quite rational. It seems as if 
the conflict tn which the soldiers, 
while they try to kill, still respect 
each other tends to poison the minds 
minds of their compatriots who at 
home hear the tidings of the bat- 
tle from afar. 

Nor is this spirit of fierce an- 
tagnoism a thing of today or yes- 
terday. In the Mida@le Ages no 
language was depreciatory enough 
for the pious Christian when refer- 
ring to the Turk, the common enemy 
of Christendom. During the ward 
between England and France in 
Mariboruogh’s day no Enclishman 
could claim to be a patriot unless 
he villified France and all French- 
men. Even in Fieldisng’s novels, free 
as they are from political virus, 
the anti-Gailic atmosphere ig ob- 
vious enough.

WASHINGTON, June 
deaths, both of human beings cand 
domestic animals, are caused every 
year by cicuta, or water hemlock, & 
poisonous plant. It is the most view 
lently poisonous of temperate region 
plants, yet it is not generally recog- 
nized. Learn to know ft and look out 
for it. A warning has just been iested 
by specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture in thé 
form of a cireular from the Buréall 
of Animal Industry, “Cicuta (Water 
Hemlock) as a Poisonous Plant” 
which describes this pliant and gives 
remedies, though cases among @@- 
mestic animals must be considered 
as practically hopeless so far as 
treatment is con 

Cicuta is widely distributed. Une 
fortunately, it resembles a number 
of harmless plans, and is not eas- 
ily recognizable, It belongs to {ie 
same family as carrots and pdrenipay 
It has a number of popular name 
of which the most common is “cows 
bane,” or “water hemlock.” In the 
mountain regions of the West 
frequently called “parsnip” or “wild 
parsnip.” Other names, less comme 
mon, are “snakeroot,” “snakeweed,” 
“beaver poison,” “muskrat weed.” 
“spotted hemlock,” and “spotted 
parsley.” 

The plant grows in wet places an@ 
is especially common in some 
of the West along irrigating ditches, 
It has a thickened rootstock with 
roots which sometimes take ‘the 
form of a group of tubers. The: éi- 
cuta is most readily distinguished 
from plants of appearance 
growing under the same conditions 
by the transverse chambers in the 
rootstock. These <¢an be seen DP 
making a longitudinal section. Pure 
ther description, exceyt by botanionl 
terms, is dificult, but the cirauiar 
mentioned presents illustrations that 
make recognition easier. - 

Only the root of cicuta is polson- 
ous. Cases of poisoning are — 
frequent in the spring, partly be- 
cause the roots are more likely te 
be noticed at that time and 
because they appear to be more 
poisonous than later in the seasem 
Occasionally stock find the réots 
when they are washed out by high 
water in small streams Farmer 
in their plowing sometimes Gritz 
to the surface a considerable num- 
ber of roots, and these are eaten by 
cattle, with resulting sickness and 
death. 

In cases of the poisoning of hu- 
man beings the recognized treat- 
ment is to give an efficient emetic, 
followed by a cathartic. Some fo 
of opium may be given to com 
the convulsions when they are YWid- 
lent. If free vomiting is promptly 
produced, the patient ig likely to re 
cover. 

It is obvious that ruminant 
mals cannot be treated in this way, 
for the effective clearing of the stom- 
ach is impossible. While hypodermis 
injections of morphine may be used 
to aid in controlling the convulk- 
tions and a purgative may help in 
eliminating the poison, ordinarily tie 
convulsions are so violent that noth- 
ing can be done for the animal. . 

So far as live stock are concerned, 
about all that can be done must be 
in the way of prevention. If the 
land is plowed where the plant 
grows, care should be taken that ae 
roots are left where stock can get 
at them. Where the plants grow if 
great abundance, as they frequentiy 
do along irrigating ditches, it 
destrable to dig them out. When 
is done the roots should not. be 
on the surface, but should be Geax 
stroyed. It is seldom that steck are 
Poisoned when grazing, unless the? 
graze along ditches, where the plants 
sometimes grow almost in the water 
with very little soil afd can easily 
be pulled up. 

Perhaps there is no way to 
vent some cases of poisoning of ¢ 
dren. Something might be ohn 
plished, however, if parents sand 
teachers would attempt te make 
clear to children the danger of om 
ing strange roots.

it when Carter and he were sky- 
larking over it. There was a sud- 
den flash and Carter fell with a bul- 
jet wound in his left chest, right 
above the heart. The other two 
boys immediately rendered what aid 
they could and hurried to Roberts's 
camp for assistance. Dr. G. W. 
Groth of Sierra Madre was hastily 
summoned and Carter's folks noti- 
fied. Opiates were administered to 
the youth. 

Stretcher bearers were secured 
and an ambulance summoned and 
about 7 o'clock p.m. the injured boy 
and his friends reached the foot of 
the trail rom whence the boy was 
taken to the County Hospital. Ow- 
ing to the boy's precarious condi- 
tion Dr. Groth was unable to probe 
for the bullet, which is still in his

GENERAL SMUTS 
FAVORS EMPIRE 


Boer War Hero is Against a 
British Republic. 


It Would Cause an Absolute 
Insoluble Problem, 


System of the United States 
Would not Succeed. 


[A. P, FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LONDON, May 30.—Gen. Jan 
Christian Smuts, who fought the 
British in the Boer War and gon- 
quered German East Africa for Great 
Britain in this war, does not believe 
in making a republic out of the 
British Empire. He told 300 mem- 
bers of Parliament this at a dinner 


House of Lords. 


“You cannot,”’ he said, “make a 
republic of the British common- 
wealth of nations because you would 
have to elect a president, not only 
here in these islands, but all over 
the British Empire, in India and in 
the dominions, a president who 
would be representative of all these 
peoples, and here I say you would 
Pe facing an absolute insoluble prob- 
em.” 

At this gathering Gen. Smuts 
broke bread beside Lord French, who 
led the British forces against him in 
the Boer War. During his speech 
he gave a little hitherto unrecorded 


forces of the British general. 

“On one occasion,” said the gen- 
eral, “I was surrounded by Lord 
French's forces and was practically 
faced with disaster. There was 
nothing left to me but the most 
diligent scontting to find a way out. 
I did some scouting myself with a 
small party in a place called ‘Mur- 
derer’'s Gap,” and was the only man 
to come out alive. Two days after- 
ward I broke through and came to 
a railway. A train approached and 
it was suggested that it should be 
stopped, but I gave the command to 
let it pass. The train passed. Later 
I learned that the only freight it 
carried was Lord French.” 

Reverting to the question of gov- 
ernment of the British empire, Gen. 


British Isles and their possessions “a 
British commonwealth of nations 
rather than an empire.” The speak 
er said that he believed the future 
British government was an entirely 
new problem. 

“I do not think,” he eaid, “that the 
system of the United States of Amer- 
ica would work, because we do not 
want to standardize the nations of 
the empire. There is only one solu- 
tion, and that is supplied by our past 
traditions—traditions of freedom, of 
self-government and of the fullest 
development. 

“There are two important factors 
that we must rely upon for the fu- 
ture. The first is our hereditary 
kingship. I have seen some specu- 
lation recently in the newspapers 
about the position of kingship in 
this country, speculations by people 
who, I am sure, have not thought 
of the wider iasues at stake. 

“The theory of the constitution is 
that the King is not your King, but 
the King of all of us, ruling over 
every part of the empire, and if his 
place should be taken by anybody 
else than that somebody else will 
have to be elected under a process 
which will pass the wit of man to 
devise. 

“We have a kingship here which 
is really not very different from an 
hereditary republic. I should not be 
surprised if the time came when our 
royal princes, instead of getting their 
consorts from princelings in Europe, 
will seek their consorts in the out- 
lying portions of the empire.”

MERICAN WILD 
LIFE DESTRUCTION, 


VAST @ERDS THAT ONCE 
ROAMED NORTH AMERICA. 


Proves of Buffalo that Contained 
Thirty Million Animals, with 
Countless Other Large Mam- 
mals that Have been Practically 
Exterminated. 


(United States Geological Sur- 
vey:] Although the wild life of 
North America is more abundant 
than that of the other continents of 
the northern hemisphere, and has 
only Africa as a world rival, yet our 
present-day richness in this respect 
is decidedly poor compared with 
the abundance and variety of mam- 


malian life that roamed our plains 


before the advent of the white man, 
while the vast number of speciés 
which disappeared even before the 


Indians came to inhabit the land is 


even.more astonishing. 

In a communication to the Na- 
tional Geographic Society E. W. Nel- 
son, chief of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, gives an amazing ac- 
count of North American wild life 
in prehistoric times. A portion of 
the communication has been made 
public by the society in the follow- 
ing bulletin: 

“The original buffalo herds have 


\been estimated to have contained 


from 30,000,000 to 60,000,000 ani- 
mals (the latter figure is 6,000,000 
greater than the total number of 
cattle in the United States accord- 
ing to the census of 1910.) and in 
1870 it was estimated that about 
5,500,000 still survived—-exceeding 
by about 1,400,000 the number of 
mules in the United States in 1910. 
A number of men now living were 
privileged to see some of the great 
herds of the West before they were 
finally destroyed. Dr. George Bi 

Grinnell writes: 

“In 1870 I happened to be on a 
train that was stopped for three 
hours to let a herd of buffalo past. 
We supposed they would soon pass 
b, but they kept on coming. On a 
number of ocasions in earlier days 
the engineers thought that they 
could run through the herds and 
that, seeing the locomotive, the buf- 
falo would stop to turn aside; but 
after a few locomotives had been 
Gitched by the a s the engineers 
@0t in the way Of respecting the buf- 
faloes ‘‘idiosyncracies.” 

“Astonishing ast was the number 
of buffalo which roamed the plains 
of old, even more numerous were the 
antelope, though the latter did not 
attract as much attention as the 
larger mammals. Besides these the 
chroniclers of the colonial days give 
many interesting accounts of the in- 
credible number of other wild ani- 
mals, including bears, wapiti, white- 
tailed deer and turkeys, on which 
wolves made fietce war. One writer 
narrates that during the winter of 
1670-71 fully 2400 moore were 
esnared on the Great Manitoulin Iel- 
and at the head of Lake Huron. 

“The wealth of animal life found 
by our forebearts was one of the 
great natural resources of the New 
World. Although freely drawn upon 
from the first, the stock was but 
little depleted up to within a cen- 
tury. During the last 100 years, how- 
ever, the rapidly increasing occupa- 
tion of the continent and other 
causes, together with a steadily in- 
creasing commercial demand for an- 
imal products, have had an appalling 
effect. The buffalo, elk and antelope 
are reduced to a pitiful fraction of 
their former countless numbers. 

“Practically all other large game 
has alarmingly decreased, and its ex- 
termination has been partly stayed 
only by the recent enforcement of 
protective laws. 

“The recent great abundance of 
large mammals in North America, 
both in individuals and species, is 
in striking contrast with their scarc- 
ity in South America, the difference 
evidently being due to the long iso- 
lation of the southern continent

“Among other marvels our fossil 

beds reveal the fact that both camels 
and horses originated in North 
America. The remains of many 
widely different species of both ani- 
mals have been found in numerous 
localities extending from coast to 
coast in the United States. Camels 
and horses, with many species of 
antelope closely related to still ex- 
isting forms in Africa, abounded 
over a large part of the country up 
to the end of the geological age 
immediately preceding the present 
era. 
. “At the time of its discovery by 
Columbus, this continent had only 
one domesticated animal—the dog. In 
most instances the ancestors of the 
Indian dogs appear to have been 
the native coyotes or gray wolves. 
but the descriptions of some dogs 
found by the early explorers indi- 
cate very different and unknown 
ancestry. Unfortunately these 
strange dogs became extinct at an 
early period and thus left unsolv- 
able the riddle of their origin. 

“Before the discovery of America 
the people of the Old World, had do- 
mesticated cattle, horses, pigs, sheep, 
goats and cats, but nOne of these 
domestic animalg except the dog 
existed in America until brought 
from Europe by the invaders of the 
New World.”

“The fossil beds of the great plains 
of North America and other parts of 
the West contain eloquent proofs of 
the richness and variety of mammal 
life on this continent at different 
periods in the past. Perhaps the 
most wonderful of all these ancient 
faunas was that revealed by the 
bones of birds and mammals which 
had been trapped in the asphalt pits 
recently discovered in the outskirts 
of Los Angeles, Cal. 

“These bones show that prior to 
the arrival of the present fauna, the 
plains of Southern Califorrita 
swarmed with an astonishing wealth 
of strange birds and beasts. The 
most rotable of these are saber- 
toothed tigers, lions much larger 
than those of Africa, giant wolves, 
several kinds of bears, including the 
huge cave bears, even larger than 
the gigantic brown bears of Alaska: 
large wild horses, camels, bison (un- 
like our buffalo,) tiny antelope, the 
size of a fox: mastodons, mammoths 
with tusks fifteen feet long, and 
giant ground sloths, in addition to 
many other species, large and small. 

“With these amazing mammals 
were equally strange birds, including 
among numerous birds of prey, a 
giant vulture-like species (far larger 
than any condor,) peacocks and 
many others. 

“There is reason for helieving 
that primitive man occupied Call- 
fornia and other parts of the West 
Curing at least the latter part of the 
period when the fauna of the asphalt 
pits still sfourished. The folklore 
or the Ideally restricted California 
Indians feontains detailed descrip- 


tions of beast which is unmistak- 
ably probably the bison of 
the asphalt pits. 


“The discovery in these pits of 
the bones of a gigantic vulture-like 
bird of prey of far greater size than 
the condor, is even more startling. 
since the folklore of the Eskimos and 
Indians of most of the tribes from 
Rering Straits to California and the 
Rocky Mountain region, abound in 
tales of the ‘thunder bird’—a gi- 
gantic bird of prey like a mighty 
eagle, capable of carrying away 
people in ite talons. Two such co- 
incidences suggest the possibility 
that the accounts of the bison and 
the ‘thunder bird’ are really based 
on the originals of the asphalt beds

Produces Hundred and Fifty 


Great Guns Monthly. 


Two-thirds of Output Goes to 
European Nations. 


Every Character of Shells and 
Ammunition is Made. 


[Philadelphia Public Ledger:] 
With its subsidiaries, of course, the 
Bethlehem Steel Company is able to 
construct battleships, merchant 
ships and every type of modern ves- 
sel besides undertaking other work 
of a general character, but a discus- 
aion of this is foreign to the purpose 
of this article. 

But it must not be supposed that 
the ordnance department is in any 
way unimportant, for as this branch 
of the business has been the main 
factor in the upbuilding of the 
plant, so it will always remain 4&4 
mighty factor in its prosperity, no 
matter how the other mill units may 


grow. 

Bethlehem Steel is equipped to 
make the largest guns required of 
any of the world’s armies or navies. 
It was here that the huge eighteen- 
inch Gathmann guns, throwing 4 
projectile of 2240 pounds, the iarg- 
est cannon yet forged in the United 
States, were constructed, and here 
have been built great guns for the 
defende of the Panama Canali and 4 
large proportion of the armament 
for the more importhnt battleships 
of the United States navy. 

In addition thereto, guns have 
been built for Great Britain, France, 
Russia, Chill, the Argentine, -Greece, 
Italy, Cuba and Guatemala, and am- 
munition for all of these and a num- 
ber of others. The United States re- 
ceives from one-third to a half of 
the entire ordnance output of Beth- 
lehem Steel. 

Shortly before the war the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company was building 
fourteen 9.2-imch coast defense guns 
for Chili. Chili sold these to Rus- 
sia. and placed an order for the 
same number of a similar type, but 
more powerful, namely, 12-inch. 
These guna, perhaps the most effec- 
tive and economital ever made, were 
of a new type designed by Bethie- 
hem Steel. So effective have they 
proved, indeed, that the United 
States asking for 
large number of them. 

The standard ‘size heavy caliber 
gun this year is the 14-inch; next 
year it will be the 16-inch. The av- 
erage production of guns is at pres- 
ent nearly 150 a month. 

There are two main gun shops, 
one armor-plate plant, two prajec- 
tile plants, three munition assembly 
plants, one high-explosive plant, and 
four proving grounds. The raw ma- 
terials, such as steel forgings and 
castings, the raw steel, the armor 
plate, brass and all accessories, are 
supplied by the mother plant, only 
the actual work of manufacturing 
being carried on in the shops. 

The first of these shops, known as 
No. 2, is 1800 feet in length 
four stories high. Here are manu- 
factured, on the lowest floor the 
larger caliber guns; On the upper 
floors the medium and minor call- 
ber, naval and coast defense guns. 

In No. 4, the second gun shop, are 
produced all types of field and 
mountain artillery. This shop is 
500 feet in length. The two shops 
employ 6000 men. They are both 
equipped with the most modern ma- 
chinery, the older equipment having 
been almost entirely replaced since 
the beginning of the war. They can 
design and manufacture any gun of 
any size or any type, no difficulty 
whatsoever having been experienced 
in producing. the British wire- 
wound «uns or the less’ intricate 
French designs. 

A third gun shop, which is to be 
used exclusively for 16-inch ns, is 
now in course of construction. Its 
completion will require from a year 
and a half to two years. It will be 
equipped with machinery of a char- 
acter and size never before used in 
any gun shop in the world. The 
lathes will be 150 feet in length, and 
the boring and riffing machines of 
proportionate magnitude. The cost 
of the shop will amount to more 
than $5,000,000. 

In the projectile shops is made ev- 
ery character of shells, from the 
smallest 37-millimeter to the mighty 
14-inch, the predominant size be- 
ine the field artillery shell of 38-inch 
caliber, which weighs from fifteen 
to twenty pounds. This is the prin- 
cipal shell charged within the plan 
most of the other sizes being shipped 
empty. 

Very «shortly the plant will be 
equipped to manufacture 16-inch 
projectiles. These shelis will weigh 
about a ton each. 

At the present time the company 
is shipping from 20.000 to 60,000 
rounds of ammunition a day, or 
about a miliion shells a month. 
These shells have an approximate 
value of $18,000,000. 

The company employs a corps of 
nearly 150 ordnance engineers, who 
are continually working to devise 
new steels and’ mixtures to improve 
the character of the guns,,the great 
problem being to obtain strength 
without weight. 

A decade ago it would have been 
deemed impossible to utilize steels 
of such high physical qualities as 
are employed today; the mere sug- 
gestion of nickel steel In a 14-inch 
gun would have provoked profound 
amusement among ordnance en- 
cineers, for at that time gun manu- 
facturers had neither the knowledge 
ner the facilities for handling such 
large masses of metal. The chief 
needs of the modern gun are tensile 
and elastic strength, the latter by 
far the most important, because 
when a gun exceeds its elastic 
strength it is ruined. 

The manufacture of a big gun is 
an interesting process. First of all, 
a number of cast ingots of 
forty to sixty inches In diameter and 
twelve to fifteen feet long are 
brought tnto the shop by crane. The 
centers of these ingots are then 
bored with a bit to remove any 
impurities known as segregation, 
these impurities being forced to the 
center because of its slower con- 
gealing. The hole thus forged 
serves also for the mandrel on 
which the ingots are forged under a 
hydraulic press of 14,500 tons after 
being heated to a proper tempera- 
ture. The smaller guns are forged 
under presses that range In power 
from 100 tone to the figure just 
mentioned. Next the forgings are 
sent to the annealing furnaces to 
remove any strains that forging may 
have occasioned. Next they are 


rough-machined to remove imper- 
fections, then tempered in of} to in-

Four or Five Big Factories May 
Start Next Week—Million- Dollar 
Crop in Artesia District. 
High Prices to 
Growers. 


tory, the Southern California Sugar 
Company plant, will start the first 
week in August. Its campaign will 
mot last over seventy days, while 
the others will run 100 days at least. 
The indications are that the sea- 
son is going to be satisfactory. Since 
the farmers are to get some of the 
benefits of the high prices of sugar, 
es having voluntarily 
adopted a profit-sharing contract. 
are to t better prices for 
_ product year than ever be- 
ore 


Cc. A. Johnson, manager of the 
three factories now owned in Or- 
ange county by the Holly Sugar Cor- 
poration, says that the beets so far 
tested are of good quality. The yield 
will run from eight to twenty tons 
an acre, with an average of ten or 
eleven tons. Mr. Johnson that 
the labor situation is in fairly good 
shape. Most all of the work in the 


fields will be done by Mexicans. 
Ranchers state that they have con- 
tracted for nearly all the help they 
will need. 

Artesia is the center of great ac- 
tivity in the sugar-beet growing in- 
dustry, and will this season send out 
over $1,000,000 worth of beets to the 
factory. This means enough sugar 
willl be produced on the 15,000 acres 
in that vicinity to bring $1,000,700,- 
000 at the present market prices of 
sugar. The crop will go to the Ana- 
heim, Santa Ana and Los Alamitos 
factories. The Los Alamitos fac- 
tory will handle the largest acreage. 
This mill will begin its annual grind 
on the 20th inst and will handle 
over 350,000 tone of beets, each ton 
yielding about 400 pounds of sugar. 
This factory has been entirely over- 
hauled this season and now has an 
equipment equal in every way to 
the most recentiy-erected miils. It 
was the pioneer factory in that sec- 
tion of the State and has been run- 
ning for over a decade. 

The harvest will be in full swing 
by August 1, though many beets will 
be moved within ten days.

The Bureau of Crop estimates, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, tssued a statement June 
19 showing that the Imperial Val- 
ley was the largest, earliest. and 
most productive cantaloupe raising 
section in the country. 

Accoring to the bureau statis- 
ticlans, there were 9200 acres In can- 
taloupes last year in the “agricwl- 
tural wonderland,” the yield being 
1,987,200 crates. This year Imperiai 
is credited with 13,800 acres, and 
a yield of 2,608,200 crates. 

The forecast by the bureau for 
1917 shows Georgia in second place 
in the growing and ghipping of can- 
taloupes, with 1,170,400 crates, and 
an acreage of 7600 acres.

Crop conditions throughout San 


Lais Obispo are reported to be en- 
couraging.

NEW CODE ADOPTED. 


Practices of Legitimate Construction 
Activity, as Interpreted by Spe- 
cial Committee, Approved by 
Membership of Building 


The Builders’ Exchange of Los 
Angeles, organized a quarter of a 
century ago by the men identified 
with building and contracting work 
in this city, last Monday became the 
Building Industries Association of 
Los Angeles. The change in name 
was voted by the membership of the 
organization at a largely-attended 
meeting in the building men's head- 
quarters in the Stimson Block. It 
became effective at once. 

At the same meeting the mem- 
bers voted the adoption as the for- 
mal policy for the future guidance 
of the organization and its mem ber- 
ship of a new code of building prac- 
tice prepared by a special commit- 
tee. The code covers many ques- 
tions of policy that have confronted 
the organized builders for years and, 
it is belleved, will further the in- 
terests of all those legitimately en- 
gaged in building operations in this 
city, as wel] as protecting the pub- 
lic from the questionable practices 
of dishonest contractors, 

The code indorses the plan of hav- 
ing a standard form of contract 
similar to that approved by the Na- 
tional Association of Builders’ Ex- 
changes and the American Institute 
of Architects, and the taking of steps 
looking to the standardization of 
building materials and prices. It fa- 
vors the giving of reciprocal dis- 
counts among various contractor 
crafts and material déalers. The 
code approves the adoption of a uni- 
versal pay day for materials pur, 
chased on credit, with suitable dis- 
counts allowed those who meet their 
bills at this regular time of settle 
ment. 

The opening of all bids in public 
is advocated and the practice of re- 
figuring of contracts discouraged. 
The practice of carrying out pub- 
lic improvements by force account 
is condemned, the authors of .the 
code holding that public work 
should be let to contractors after 
competitive bidding. Collusion be- 
tween contractors In the submitting 
of bida is not permitted. The code 
also pledges the members of the as- 
sociation to work in so far as they 
may to rid the community of un- 
scrupulous and incompetent building 
contractors and promoters. 

The code deciarcs it toe be the 
policy of the association to encour- 
age the differentiation of building 
operations as between the designing 
and construction of buildings. The 
belief is expressed that all buildings 
should be planned by competent ar- 
chitects and engineers and built un- 
der the direction of contractors.

The semiannual report was made 
public yesterday by K. D. Matthews, 
comptroller of the company, and 
covers the six months ending June 
80, last. The total capital stock out- 
standing is placed at $36,809,500, and 
the increase in net profits on this 
was at the rate of 24 per cent. per 
year. The net profits, aggregating 
$4,480,000, show a gain over the 
same period of last year of 42 per 
cent. Reserves, both surplus and 
operating, were $20,150,000 on June 
30, last, on which date the book 
value of the stock was $155 a share. 
The $4,480,000 net profits do not 
include a $1,400,000 provision for 
depreciation, showing that the prof- 
ita, before depreciation, were 
$5,880,000. 

The production was 3,454,000 net 
barrels, which, with regular pur- 
chases and agency deliveries, ap- 
proximated %$,0206,000 net barrels. 
The increase in crude oil over the 
previous six months was 340,000 
barrels. The sales for the past half 
year aggregated $16,380,000, or an 
increase Of $2,230,000. The value of 
refined and lubricating oil sales was 
about 24 per cent. and of the fuel oil 
about 23 per cent. greater than the 
same period of last year. 

The company’s acreage has been 
largely increased, 142 acres having 
been bought in the Montebello dis- 
trict and 2045 acres in the Long 
Beach section. The concern is ac- 
quiring properties of the Pinal Dome 
Oll Company and the Pinal Dome 
Refining Company, including several 
thousand acres in the northern part 
of Santa Barbara county. 

The current assets approximate 
$20,250,000, or an increase over the 
last day of last year of $5,050,000. 
Current assets are about 7 to 1 cur- 
rent of HMabilities. The company 
owned in storage at the close of the 
six months’ period about 10,750,000 
net barrels of crude ofl, or 250,000 
barrels leas than was carried at the

Department of Agriculture Re- 
port Shows Three and One-half 
Million Automobiles Registered 
in this Country, Almost Twice as 
Many as in the Previous Year.

In 1916 there were 1,067,332 more 
motor cars registered in the United 
States than in 1915. This was an 


increase of 43 per cent. The gross 
total of registered cars, including 
commercial cars, wag 3,512,996; the 
number of motorcycles registered 
was 250.820. The several States col- 
lected in registration and license 
fees, including those of chauffeure 
and operators, a total gross reve- 
nue of $26,866,369.75. “Or his 
amount 92 per cent., or $23,910,811, 
was applied directly to construction, 
improvement, or maintenance of the 
public roads in forty-three States, 
according to figures compiled by the 
office of public roads of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in 
Circular 73, “Automobile Registra- 
tions, Licenses and Revenues in the 
United States, 1916.” 

The figures for 1916 correspond 
very closely with the annual Pper- 
centage increase of motor car regis- 
tration of the last three years. This 
yearly increase has averaged 40 per 
cent. in the number of cars and 50 
per cent. In revenves. 

When viewed over a period of 
years, the increase in motor car reg- 
istration and gross revenue has been 
remarkable. In 1906 the total 
State registrations were approx- 
imately 48,000 cars, on account of 
which the several States collected in 
fees and licenses a total gross reve- 
nue of about $190,000. Only a small 
part of this was applied to road 
work. In 1916 the $25,865,369.75 
collected formed nearly 9 per cent. 
of the total rural road and bridge 
revenues of the States. 

Recent years have shown an in- 
creasing tendency to put the spend- 
ing of the motor car revenues di- 
rectly in the hands of the State 
highway departments. Of the total 
amount applied to road work in 
1916, 70 per cent., or $16,411,520, 
was expended more or lees directly 
under the control or supervision of 
State highway departments. Only 
thirteen States did not exercise any 
direct control over the expending of 
the net automobile revenues,

He could hardly have 
trapped the cunning Langford into 
that left shift, while his defense was 
hardly adequate for a man combin- 
ing Sam's cleverness, speed and hit- 
ting power. Stanley in delivering 
hie shift often left himself wide 
open and would have presented a 


Tt is probably not 
putting it too strong to say that 
fam could have stopped him when 
he plensed. and called the turn, 
just an Jack Johnson did. 

In 1906, before reaching his full 
power as a boxer, Langford lost a 
fifteen-round decision to Jack John- 
son. The future heavyweight cham- 
pion probably assimilated more pun- 
lishment in that fight than he did in 
any other ten affairs with the excep- 
tien of the Willard battle. 

Whenever there was an agitation 
for a return battle Jack invariably 
had pressing business in some other 
part of the country.
